A MACHINE TICKET NAMED 


LEWIS J. PHILLIPS NOMINATED 
FOR MAYOR. 

THE REPUBLICAN COUNTY CONVENTION 
BENDS AT O’BRIEN’S NOD AND THE 
ELEVENTH DISTRICT DELEGATES BOLT. 

“Johnny’s ticket” was nominated with 

a whirl by the machine Republicans last night in 

spite of protests from some of the best known 

members of the party. Cornelius N. Biiss, 
together with the whole delegation from the 

Eleventh Assembly District, withdrew amid 

he hoots of the hoodlums who packed 

the rear of the convention hall. Other 
members of the convention threaten to 
bolt it on the day of election. The Republicans 
of New-York are asked to vote for a dummy 
ticket prepared by John J. O’Brien and his 
henchmen for the purpose of trading with 

Tammany Hall and electing her candidate for 

Mayor, Hugh J. Grant. Col. Charles 8. Spencer 

may be loyally supported in his candidacy for 

the District Attorney by Johnny and his gang. 

Possibly a similar service may be rendered 

to George Hilliard, who was nominated for Presi- 

dent of the Board of Aldermen. Nobody 1n last 
night’s convention is simple enough to believe 
that any other names than these have the ghost 
ot a chance of being elected, The convention 
itself, save for the interruptions caused by those 
who protested and those who withdrew, would 
bave gone on record as one of the most finished, 


cut-and-dried affairs that ever occirred in the 
history of the Republican Party. 

Senator Gibbs called the convention to order 
and William H. Beliamy presented the report of 
the Committee on Contested Seats, favoring the 
retention in the convention of the Taintor dele- 
gates in the Third District and the Lydecker 
delegates in the Fifteenth District. John J. 
O’Brien, as chief engineer of the convention, 
stood near the platform, where he could catch the 
eye of the Chairman. The temporary officers were 
made permanent and the rules of the assembly 
were adopted at Col. George Bliss’s suggestion, 
It was now O’Brien’s opportunity, and he in- 
stantly moved that they proceed to nominate 
local officers. The shrill voice of Col. George 
Biiss smote the air, and his thin figure immedi- 
atety became visible in the midst of the delega- 
tion of the Eleventh District. He offered the 
following resolution: 

Frsolved, That the interests of the Republican Party, 
in the Nation as well asin the city, demand that the 
party present as its candidates for county offices men 
of recognized character, ubility, and fitaess; men whose 
standing inthe community 1s such as to satisfy ail 
that the party isin earnestin the belief that they can 
and ought to be elected; and that it will seek in good 
tuith to secure their election. 

John D. Lawson arose, and Col. Bliss, inter- 
preting his movement as a hostile one, fiercely 
exclaimed: ** I've got the floor and I propose to 
keep it.” He was allowed to proceed after the 
noisy crowd in the rear had ceased its demonstra- 
tions of disapproval of his course. “I did not 
attend this afternoon’s caucus which agreed 
upon the ticket to be nominated here to- 
night. I have had no candidate for any 
city office. I only want a ticket nom- 
inated that shall bring the largest sup- 
port to the national ticket; a ticket which will 
jead people to believe: that we intend to support 
it, one that will create the hope of its election, 
one that will not be the laughingstock of the 
entire community. To begin with, the after- 
noon’s caucus was not attended by any repre- 
sentative of the Eleventh District. he no- 
tice was sent to the residence of the gentleman 
who was entitled to receive it (Cornelius N. Bliss) 
long after he had gone to his place of 
business down town. The _ ticket that 
your caucus decided upon is one _ that 
you cannot persuade nine-tenths of 
the Republicans of this city to believe ought 
to be elected, or that you desire it elected. With 
the exception of perhaps a single name, there is 
nota name upon it but what issurpassed by his 
rivalson the other two tickets now in the field. 
Do these men who selected this ticket mean to 
elect it? They do not. They would be ashamed 
to electit. Do they mean to sellitout? Why, 
there isn’t material enough in it to sell it out. 
.Cheers and hisses.] I have nothing to say as 
to the character of the proposed’ nominees. It 
is their unfitness for the offices which their 
names have been connected with. They are un- 
ft men. The people of this city will say so.by.a 
large majority on election day. I know of three 
Assembly districts in which there are 3,000 un- 
registered Republicans, men who are waiting to 
ree what this convention will do. They either 
will not register at all now or, if they do, 
it will be to vote against your ticket. 
An unfit ticket like~this will deprive the 
national ticket of from 5,000 to 10,000 votes, The 
gentleman who has been selected for Control- 
ier is said to be a prominent member of the Corn 
Exchange. I have beeo assured within ten min- 
utes by a member of the Exchange that he had 
never heard of him. While the gentleman se- 
lected tor District Attorney is a hard working 
Republican, I say he is not a man who will draw 
anything like the Republican support of this 
city. As for the Judges of the Court of 
Common Pleas, it is sufficient forme to say 
that there is not another man on the ticket 
who is not head and shoulders above them. No- 
body outside of a political machine would ever 
think of selecting such a candidate for President 
of the Board of Aldermen as your caucus has 
done. Do you know that the President of the 
Board of Aldermen is a member of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment—a board that pro- 
vides for the payment of a monthly salary list 
of amiliion dollars? Is such aman to be given 
the opportunity to say how this money 
shail be spent? We shali be told that 
the ticket is bound to be elected. I remember 
how we were told we were going to elect our 
County Clerk two years ago. and where did we 
come out’ [Laughter and applause at O'Brien's 
expense.j This ticket which your caucus pro- 
poses you shall nominate to-night is a disgrace 
to the Republican Party, and one which a con- 
siderable number of the members of this conven- 
tion will not support.”’ Col. Bliss concluded his 
speech amid cheers and hisses. 

John J. O’Brien promptly arose to reply, 
twirling his black malacca cane in one hand, 
He was not surprised, he said, knowing the vast 
resources of the Democratic Party, to find that 
men with its retainer in their pockets should 
come to this convention. He bad no doubt that 
this man (looking straight at Col. Bliss, who sat 
less than 20 feet away) had his retainer in his 
pocket at this very moment. Referring 
to the ticket, Mr. O’Bmen said that there 
was ne doubt of its election. As for the 
unregistered Republicans to whom reference 
had been made, he had no doubt they could get 
along Without taem. With all the sincerity he 
possessed he desired to say that this ticket would 
win. There was no retaining fee that could be 
given by Tammany Hall or by the County De- 
mocracy that could defeat it. He desired to be 
punished if this ticket did not assist in reducing 
the Democratic mujority on the natponal ticket 
80,000 in this county. Mr. O’Brien sneered at the 
Murray Hill Republicans and the Republicans 
of the Eleventh District, and deciared that those 
who were not interested in Democratic ascend- 
ency wou!d be proud of the ticket on election 
day. 

* Tam glad to hear,” shouted Col, Bliss, * that no 
Tammany retainer can retain him [nodding to- 
ward Mr. O’Brion.}] I suppose the Tammany 
tund was exhaustedtwo years ago.” {Laugh- 

ter.] Mr. Edward. Mitchell, of the Twenty-first 
District avose to are“ the caucus ticket. 
He disapproved of the policy of nominat- 
ng a Republican ticket which was intended 
to secure the election of Democrats, in order 
that some friend might secure a petty com- 
mussionership. He thougnt it unworthy of 
Mr. O’Brien to have indulged in any such 
language as be had. The interests of the whole 
Republican Party were involved in the action of 
this convention. The question of the Electoral 
vote of the State wouid be determined by the 
character of the candidates here nominated. 
Tbere were life-long Kepublicans who were h«si- 
tating about supporting the national ticket, and 
this proposed ticket would not give them any 
encouragement. Underthe new enroliment bis 
own conscience would be absolutely free with 
reference to supporting such a ticket. Leonard 
Hazeitine also joined in a protest. 

Joseph C, Jackson and John D. Lawso. both 
indorsed the action of the caucus, Mr. O'irien 
said he hoped Coi. Biiss’s resolution would be 
adupted, and it was passed unanimously. 

A resolution to refer the selection of a ticks? 
toacomniittee of one trom each Assembly dis- 
trict was yoted down by the O’Brien men, by a 
vote of 31 to 153, and the covvention proceeded 
tornsh through the ticket prepared by some of 
the leaders at a caucus held jn the Victoria Hotel 
in the afternoon, 

Gen. Joseph C. Jackson named Lewis J. Phillips 
for Mayor. The name wys greeted with mingled 
hissesand applause. Gen. Jackson stated that 
William Dowd and Gen. Lloyd Aspinwall had 
each been asked to accept the nomination for 
Mayor, und had each declined to run. Mr. 
Phillips, he said, was a reputable and prosperous 
Merchant, and had served oreditably in two 
Lotrds of Aldermen, Thespeaker characterized 
his can‘idate as a man who wouid not sei! out. 

Col. Bliss said that the speaker had failed to 
name one of the leading ana most pertinent 
characteristics of his candid?te. Mr. Phillips 
was cugaged in the auction busipess, (laughter, ! 
eod if he would not sell out, (and the Colonel 
did not think he would, the men who were nom- 
jnating hire would sel] him out. [Laughter and 
Rpplauce. ]

Phillips was declared the nominee of the con- 
vention. 

Cornelius N. Bliss said he wished to announce 
that the delegates from the Kleventh District 
had determined to withdraw, as they could not 
support Mr. Phillips jor Mayor. Mr. Bliss _be- 
lieved that the Republicans of this ge Con- 
vention had committed moral suicide. He re- 
— that he was obliged to ieavye a Repub- 

ican convention in such a manner. [Hisses and 
exciamations, ** Oh, go on,” * good bye,” “ never 
mind the explanations,” &c. 

Jonn J. O’Brien bopéd that the convention 
would listen quietly to what Mr. Bliss had to say. 
That gentleman was certainly entitled to a re- 
— hearing in any Republican convention. 

he speaker was sorry that Mr. Bliss was going 
to withdraw, but thought that when he got 
away from the influences that had been leading 
him all the evening ge George Bliss and C. N. 
Bliss sat side by side] he would think better of 
the action of the convention. 

Mr. C. N. Bliss remarked with dignity that his 
conduct was wholly in accordance with bis own 
udgment. The entire delegation from the 
‘ieventh District then left the hall. As they 
were departing some hisses and cries of ** Good- 
bye!” “Get out!" were hurled after them. 

John F. Plummer, a delegate from the Twen- 
ty-first District, sprang to his feet and facing 
the convention cried out with fiery in- 
dignation: “Do you know who you are 
telling to ‘get out?” Do you know that 
» N. Bliss stands as high as i! man 
can stand in the business community ? Oo you 
know that he is doing, financially and by his in- 
fiuence, probably more for the Republican Pres- 
idential ticket than any man in this room? I 
tell you, gentlemen, it will be a cold day for the 
epee sane when you say * get out’ to such 
men as Mr. Bliss. You cannot alford to doitif 
you expect to retain the support of the respect- 
able portion of this community—” 

Gen, Anson G. McCook (interrupting)—I desire 
to say that but one man said “ get out.” 

Michael Cregan—Yes, and he was not a dele- 


gate. 

Mr. Plummer—!f he had not been a delegate 
he would not have dared to speak. I think if 
the ** get-out” policy isto be enforcedfhere the 
delegates from the Twenty-first District will also 
ask to withdraw. 

A Voice—All right; go ahead and let the Third 
District go, too. 

Col. Ethan Allen, a delegate from the Twenty- 
first District, said that he felt in honor bound to 
abide the action of the convention. Leonard 
Hazeltine, of the same delegation, insisted on 
withdrawing. He believed that the man who 
had been nominated for Mayor was “ entirely in- 
adequate” for the position, and if such a class 
of nominations were to be made he desired to 
wash his hands of the whole business. A great 
injury had been done to the Kepublican Party 
by the action of the convention. 

Police Commissioner Mason admitted that any 
delegate had a right to withdraw if he was dis- 
satisfied, but the speaker thought that it was 
not strictly honorable for a delegate to bolt a 
convention’s nominations after he had been 
beaten fairly and poy * We are all in favor 
ot the election of James G. Blaine,” exciaimed 
the speaker, whereupon perhaps a dozen per- 
sons clapped their hands or stamped with their 
feet. “A stalwart Republican never sulks.”’ 
At the mention of the word stalwart there burst 
forthatempest of applause which culminated 
in three ringing cheers. 

Mr. Plummer took the floor and said that he 
had made a mistake in saying that the Twenty- 
tirst District delegates would retire. Those dele- 
gates had voted to remain and accept the de- 
cision of the convention. {Appiause.] Mr. Hazel- 
tine concluded tu act with the majority of his 
delegation. 

The Chair rapped for order ana declared that 
the next order of business was the nomination 
of a candidate for Controller. John D. Lawson 
named Charles Spear, Vice-President of the Shoe 
and Leather Bank. Mr. Hazeltine said that he 
had been informed by a member of the caucus 
that the nominee of that caucus was Mr. How- 
ard Spear, a brother of Charles Spear. ([Laugh- 
ter.] Mr. Lawson’s nominee was chosen by ac- 
clamation. 

Gen. McCook nominated Col. Charles S. Spen- 
cer for District Attorney, supplementing the 
nomination by an enthusiastic eulogy of Col. 
Spencer’s abilities and political record. The 
mention of Col. Spencer’s name elicited enthu- 
siasm. His nomination was seconded by Samuel 
H. Randall, of the Nineteenth District, and was 
made by acclamation. Loud calls were made for 
a speech from Col. Spencer, who was in the 
room. That gentieman contented bimself with 
thanking the convention for the honor con- 
ferred upon him. 

Col. Ethan Allen named J.C. Julius Langbein, 
George W. Biunt, and E. C. Graves as candidates 
for Judges of the Court of Common Pleas, and 
the gentlemen named were nominated by acclam- 
ation. On motion of John J.O’ Brien Mr. Ferdinand 
Eidman was nominated for Coroner, and subse- 
quently George Hilliard was nominated for Pres- 
iaent of the Board of Aldermen, The conven- 
tion adjourned soon afterward.

THE CANDIDATES. 

Lewis J. Phillips isa widower of about 
54 years of age. He is a real estate broker in 
Pine-street and is reputed to be wealthy. Mr. 
Phillips was born in this city and gained hus first 
business success as a fur merchant. Several 
years ago he was at the head of the prosperous 


firm of L. J. and I. Phillips, furriers, on Broad- 
way, beiow Rector-street. The firm be- 
came involved a few years ago and 
its members went into bankruptcy, Soon 
afterward Mr. Lewis J. Phillips was elected 
a member of the Boara of Aldermen from the 
Twentieth District. During the jast four years 
Mr. Phillips has been in the real estate dusiness. 
He has always been a stanch Republican, and his 
friends relate with pride that when Gen. Grant 
was nominated for Presidenta second time, Mr. 
om pg contributed $10,0U0 to the campaign 
fund. 

Charles Spear,the nominee for Controller, is 
the senior member of thefirm of Charles Spear 
& Co., commission merchants. He belongs to 
the Produce Exchange, and is respected by his 
business assuciates. He is Vice-President of the 
Shoe and Leather Bank and has not been active 
in politics. 

ol. Charles 8S. Spencer, who was nominated 
for District Attorney, has practiced law in this 
city for more than a quarter of acentury. He 
was born in Ithaca in 1824, graduated from 
Williams College in 1844, and cameto New-York 
in 1850. Fora few years he was connected with 
the Custom House. He served in the Assembly 
in 1859 and 1874. He was offered the position of 
United States District Attorney for Colorado by 
President Grant, but declined it. Col. Spencer 
has always been an active politician. eran 
for member of Congress twice, and was deteated 
both times. He was Colonel of the Fifth Regi- 
ment, State National Guard, for 10 years. 

Ot the candidates for Judges of the Court of 
Common Pleas, J. C. Julius Langbein is perhaps 
the most widely known, He enlisted in the 
Northern Army when but 16 years old and was 
wounded at the battle of Chancellorsville. After 
the close of the war he came to this city and 
studied law and after awhile was elected a Civil 
Justice. Heis about 38 years old. George W. 
Bluntisa son of ex-District Attorney Nathan 
Bowditch Biunt. Heis a comparatively young 
man, and he served as an assistant in the District 
Attorney’s office under A. Oakey Hall. E. C. 
Graves isa young lawyer wero is said to have 
worked up a good practice among the dry goods 
merchants especially. 

Ferdinand Eidman, the nominee for Coroner, 
represented the Tenth Assembly District of this 
city in the Legislature in 1579. and in 1880 he was 
elected a State Senator from the Seventh Dis- 
trict. 

George Hilliard, who was nominated for Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, is a coal deaier 
at the foot of Stanton-street, and was an Alder- 
man in 1880. He is 4% years of age. 

These illustrious nominees were presented to 
the caucus by the following gentlemen, who 
became their sponsors: Messrs. Phillips and 
Hilliard by John J. O’Brien, Mr. Spear by Clar- 
ence Meade, Mr. Langbein by Joseph Perley, 
Mr. Blunt by Bernara Biglin, Mr. Graves by 
Jonn D. Lawson, Mr. Eidiman by Police Justice 
Patterson.

WASHINGTON AND BLAINE 


CARL SCHURZ COMPARES SOME 
LETTERS OF THE TWO MEN. 
THE COMPARISON NOT VERY CREDITABLE 
TO THE LITTLE ROCK PLUMED KNIGHT 
—A CORDIAL WELCOME TO MR. SCHURZ. 

Boston, Oct. 22.—Tremont Temple was 
totally inadequate to accommodate the crowd 
which pressed in to hear Carl Schtrz to-night. 
Large numbers, unable to gain admittance, 
waited in the Meionaon below during the 
delivery of the speech, to whom afterward Mr. 
Schurz appeared and bowed his thanks. Later 
in the evening he was escorted to Turn Hall, 
where he spent an hour or two in social inter- 
course with his countrymen. His speech 
was not 80 much a_ presentation of 
new matcrials as of new illustrations. He 
dwelt at length upon the principles involved 
in the Mulligan letters, came out heartily and 
enthusiastically for the election of Grover 
Cleveland on civil service reform grounds, and 
made a special plea for the new Massachusetts 
of to-day to supplant the old Massachusetts in 
the present national crisis. 

One new point taken up was the comparison 
of Blaine to George Washington, on which he 
said: “To-day I have read in the newspaper 
a letter addressed to the public by Sena- 
tor Hoar, in which he denies that he 
had ever said that James G. Blaine 
was of the type of Washington, Jefforson, and 
John Quincy Adams, and that, indeed, he did 
not compare him with George Washington. But 
whetber he compares him with George Wash- 
ington or not, I think it will be well for 


all of us sometimes to remember that there was a 
George Washington; that that George Washing- 
ton was called ‘the Father of his Country,’ and 
that it would do very well for all public men to 
follow his example. George Washington also 
wrote letters sometimes, and in those letters now 
and then he laid down his principles of action. 
It will be interesting for you to hear a letter 
of George Washington's which he wrvote 
on an = occasion very similur to some 
of those, at least, which I am_ going to 
discuss. At one time the Virginia Lezislature 
voted George Washington 150 shares of two 
canal companies, in acknowledgment of his emi- 
nent services both as a soldier anda statesman. 
These canals were at that time to be bu'lt. 
George Washington said in reply that it was 
his wish asa public man to have his mind and 
actions, which are the result of reflection, as 
free and independent as the air, that 
he might be more at liberty to ex- 
press his sentiments, and if necessary 
to suggest what mignt occur to him, under the 
fullest convictions, that, although his judgment 
might be arraigned, there might ble 
no suspicion even that sinster motives 
had the smallest intluence with him, and, he 
added, I would wish that every individual who 
may hear that it was a favorite plan of mine, 
namely, the building of these canals, may know 
also that 1 had no other motive for promoting it 
than theadvantage which I conceived it would be 
productive of to the Nation, and to this State 
in particular, How would this matter 
be viewed, then, by the eye of the world, 
and what would be the opinion 
of it, when itcomes to be related that George 
Washington had received $20,000, or £5,000, of the 
public money as an interest therein ? 

Thus wrote George Washington when an in- 
vestment in a canal scheme was offered to him. 
At a later period we find John Quincy Adams in 
a similar attitude. When he left Massachu- 
setts for the purpose of taking his seat in 
the House of Representatives in the veur 1832, 
remembering that the then United States Bank, 
which ina certain sense was a Government in- 
stitution—that is to say, having the Government 
deposits and being in various ways subject 
to the legislative action of the Congress of 
the United States—might soon become a 
subject of Congressional action, he stopped 
in Philadelphia and did what is related 
in one of those simple entries in his 
diary for which he was remarkable: “I called 
upon Nicholas Biddle,’ who was the President 
of the United States Bank, “and _re- 
ceived two dividends on my bank stock 
by an order upon. the branch bank 
in Washington. I left with Mr. Biddle niy certif- 
icate of stock to be sold and the proceeds 
to be remitted according to such _ instruc- 
tions as I may give. I told him that 
asl might be called to take a part in public 
measures concerning the bank, aud was favor- 
able to it, | wished to divest myself of al) prop- 
erty interest.” So simple-minded John Quincy 
Adams divested himself of a property interest 
which he thought migkt possibly bias, or might 
be believed to bias his jJuagmentin the exercise 
of his official duties. 

1 will read one more letter from George Wash- 
ington on an occasion when he was asked about 
his “ private correspondence.” It was in the 
year 1795, when Edmund Randolph, of Virginia, 
had been obliged to leave the Cabinet under sus- 
picious circumstances, and when, for the pure 
pose of vindicating himself, he had attempted 
to throw some suspicions upon the Admin- 
istration of Gen. Washington. He had been 
asking for papers, and Gen. Washington wrote 
to him thus at Philadelphia on the 2ist of Octo- 
ber, i795: “ That you may have no cause to com- 
plain of the withholding of any paper, however 
private or confidential, which you shall think 
necessary in a case of so serious a nature, I have 
directed you should have the inspection of my 
letter oO the 22d of July. agreeably to 
your request, and you are at full liberty to pub- 
lish, without reserve, any and every private and 
confidential letter I ever wrote to you; nay, 
more, every word I ever uttered to you or in 
your hearing trom whence you can derive any 
advantage in your vindication. I grant this per- 
mission inasmuch as the extract alluded to 
manifestly intends to impress upon the public 
mind an opinion that something has passed be- 
tween us that you would disclose with reluctance 
with respect to me.” 

Then in another letter, of which a draft was 
found among Gen. Washington's papers, which, 
however, was finally suppressed by him because 
he did not think it necessary, he wrote as fol- 
lows: “For the last time I repeat in the most 
uneauivocal terms that you are at full liberty to 
publish everything that ever passed between us, 
written or oral, that you think will subserve 
your purpose. A conscious rectitude and the 
unvariable endeavor to promote the honor, wel- 
fare, and happiness of this country by every 
means in the power of the Executive, and within 
the compass of my abilities, Jeave no apprehen- 
sion on my mind from any disclosure whatever.” 

These were among the Mulligan letters of 
George Washington. Here, then, we find cer- 
tain principles of official conduct laid down, not 
by “hypocrites” and “ mugwumps,” but by 
George W ashington and John Quincy Adams, 
which, however, havea certain sort of resem- 
blance to the doctrines advocated by my friends 
here. And that standard seems to be 
recognized even by some of the friends of Mr. 
Blaine, for, althourch Senator Hoar claims not 
to have said—and of course we have to believe 
his word—that Mr. Blaine was of the type of 
George Washington, Jefferson, and John Quincy 
Adams, still he referred to George Washington 
and James G. in the same breath, at least, by 
saying that he could not compare Mr, Blaine 
with George Washington.

A RECEIVER APPOINTED. 


THE MEMBERS OF A PORK PACKING FIRM 
AT LAW. 

CurcaGco, Oct. 22.—John T. Davies, the 
Liverpool (England) partner in the Chicago pork 
packing firm of Davies, Atkinson & Co., has 
commenced suit against his former partner, 
John A. Atkinson. His bill asserts’ that 
on Juiy 20, 1880, the complainant formed 
a partnership with tne defendant, the firm styling 
itself Davies, Atkinson & Co. The partnership 
contract contains the provision that, while Mr. 


Davies was to furnish all the capital of the 
firm Mr. Atkinson was to receive $5,000 a 
year and one-third of the profits, he to 
devote his entire time and energy to the busi- 
ness. Mr. Davies wasto get two-thirds of the 
profits and Mrs. Ellen Atkinson was to have 6 
er cent. interest on any moneys she might 
end the firm. It was stringently agreed that 
Mr. Atkinson was not to speculate on 
the Board of Trade, nor to use the money of the 
firm for any foreign purposes. [n violation of 
this contract the bill states that Mr. Atkinson 
has been gambiing on the Board of Trade, giving 
checks on the firm to the amount of $27,900 
“on option deals,” at a time when nothing 
whatever was standing upon the pooks of 
the firm tohts credit. At diyers times before 
Oct. 4, 1884, he has, the bill goes on to state, 
* fraudulently, secretly, and without the know!- 
edge of your petitioner, appropriated to his own 
use for tae payment of his own losses * * * 
the sum of about $200,000 of the money of 
said copartnership firm.” 

When plaintiff. on Oct. 4, first learned of this 
he gave notice of dissolution of partnership to 
Atkinson, and according to him the latter is 
still indebted to the firm for $200,000. 
As a portion of the assets of the 
firm consists in bacon, hams. and cured 
meat, property of a _ perishable’ nature, 
the court is asked to appoint a Receiver to force 
Mr. Atkinson to an accounting, and to issue an 
injunction to keep him meanwhile from coliect- 
ing any of the moneys due the firm. Judge 
Gardner appointed Robert Y. Helden Receiver 
of the establishment at the stock yards, and he 
furnished bonds in the sum of $100,000.

THE CLASSIFICATION OF WOOL. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The Secretary of 
the Treasury has received the report of the 
special committee appointed to consider the 
general question of the classification of wool un- 
der the new tariff. The question arose whether 


“ East India cashmere” should come into class 2 
combing wools or class 3 carpet wools, and the 
committee voted 7 to 2 to place it in class 3 as 
carpet stock. The committee decided unani- 
mously to place “mohair noils” in class 2 in- 
stead of class 3. Upon the general. subject of 
classification of wool waste the following reso- 
lutions were adopted by the committee: 

That all articles of waste which can be returned to 
the cards and used over again without any other pro- 
cess shall be deemed wool. 

That where either yarns, tops, rovings, laps, or stub- 
bings are mixed with waste the whole shall be exciud- 
ed trom the classifications of waste. 

That woo! yarn in the form of hanks or skeins, and 
claimed to be waste, however imperfect, shall be clas- 
sited under the tariff as yarn and not as waste.

FRENCH REINFORCEMENTS TO BE 
SENT TO TONQUIN. 

THE CABINET DECIDES TO SUPPORT GEN. DE 
LWISLE—WHY ADMIRAL MILLOT LEPT 
CHINA—SEARCHING OF BRITISH SHIPS. 

Paris, Oct. 22.—The text of Admiral 
Millot's general orders before leaving Tonquin 
has been made public. In these he states that 
he left because he wag {ll with vexation at the 
manner tn which the Lang-son affair, had been 
misrepresented, 

The majority of the Committee on the Tonquin 
Credit are in favor of decisive action. They are 
willing to vote even larger credits, so as to en- 
able the Government to bring the difficulty to a 
speedy conclusion. 

The Temps and the Paris urge the Government 
to blockade the port of Pak-hol, through which 
the Chinese who are invading Tonquin obtain 
their supplies. 

Admiral Millot, who was a few weeks ago re-

EGYPT’S WAR AND DEBT. 

DonGoua, Oct. 22.—Col. Wilson has re- 
turned. He reports that the tribes of Merawi 
are peaceably disposed, and that the country is 
open as far as the Gerended Cataract, 20 miles 
beyond Merawi. Nothing authentic was learned 
regarding Col. Stewart. 

Lonpon, Oct, 22.—The reductions agreed 
toin the interview between Lord Northbrook 
and the Khédive on the 18th inst. include a re- 
duction in the army which will effect a saving 
of £170,000 yearly, a reduction in the civil 
service, the police, and the Khédive's household. 
The new budget will recommend the suspension 
of the sinking fund for’ three years, 
will urge ai decrease in the taxes im- 
posed upon the feliuheen, and will advise 
the negotiation of a new loan of £9,000,000. Earl 
Granville has promised Prime Minister Ferry to 
communicate to him full particulars of the 
scheme early in November.

MR. BEECHER AT HIS BEST 


HIS MASTERLY ADDRESS BEFORB 
THE INDEPENDENTS. 

HE ADVOCATES CLEVELAND’S ELECTION 

AND GIVES HIS REASONS—AN ELOQUENT 

DENUNCIATION OF BLAINE. , 


In numbers, enthusiasm, and respect-, 
ability the great throng which greeted the Rev.: 
Henry Ward Beecher at the Brooklyn Rink last: 
evening has never been surpussed in that city. 
The drenching rain, which began shortly after 
nightfall and continued for hours without cessa- 
tion, seemed to have had no deterring effect 
in keeping persons away from the meeting. 
Although the hour fixed for beginning the pro- 
ceedings was set at 8 P. M., so eager were persons 
to be present that they besieged the doors of the 
building more than an hour before the time and 
stood patiently in the rain waiting for a chance 
to get into the auditorium. 

As soon as the doors were opened the stream 
of people poured in stendily until ev ry seat was 
filled and every inch of standing room occupied. 
More than five hundred persons stood inside the 
building for half an hour before the meeting 
wa; called to order, and they continued to stand, 
wedged in as tightly as possible, during the hour 
and a half or longer that the meeting continued. 

The demonstration wus under the auspices of 
the Independent Republican Committee of One 
Hundred, and it was apparent from the audible 
tokens furnished during the progress of the 
meeting that the vast majority of those pres 
ent were Republicans who had decided 
this time not to remain the party, 
traces. The enthusiasm whican they showed 
was something wonderful, even in these days of 
stirring political assemblages. Applause and 
cheers were oftentimes too weak to express their 
ardor, and frequently the entire audience arose 
en musse and shouted and waved hats and hand- 
kerchiefs with the greatest of vigor. Every 
mention of the name of Gov. Cleveland wus re- 
ceived vociferously, and every hit at Blaine wag 
seized upon as a subject tor demenstrative out- 
bursts.

There was little attempt at decorating the. 
auditorium. Back of the platform were litho- 
graphic portraits of Cleveland and Hendricks 
and over the reading stand was thrown a large 
American flag. The Twenty-third Regiment 
band furnished music, and the patriotic airs 
piayed were abundantly applauded. Just before 
the meeting began Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher, 
entered the hall, leaning on the arm of her son 
William. She was immediately recognized 
and was greeted heartily. Shortly before 8 
o’clock Mr. Beecher uppeared and ascended the 
platform escorted by a number of the members 
of the Indepencent Republican Committee. A 
mighty roar of applause went upat his appear- 
anceand madg ibe rafters fairly ring. Every 
one in the vast audience was on Uptoe on tye in- 
stant, cheering, shouting, und waving: hand- 
kerchiefs. ‘Cheers were given with a will; and the 
band struck up “ We’li rally ’round the flag, 
boys.” More cheers followed tor Mr. Beecher 
and for “the guiding star of 1860.” ; 

When the appiause and shouts of weicome had 
in a measure subsided, Mr. Henry W. Maxwell 
opened the formal proceedings by saying that he

officer Mr. William H. Nichols, ** that honorably 
discharged veteran of the Brookiyn Young Re- 
publican Club.” Applause followed this an- 
nouncement, and then three cheers were given 
tor Mr. Nichols. Like tokens greeted the latter 
; wher he arose to speuk, and when he addressed 
those present as.** FPeliow-Republicans,”’ another 
cheer went up. They bad gathered, he went on 
on to say, as members of a party with a 
glorious past and proud of its history and 
achievements. ‘Their: pulses quickened and 
their eyes glowed as they thought of its heroes 
| and martyrs, its sacrifices and triumphs. ‘They 
| were not to be cajoled by their ancient enemy 
| or blinded by prejudice, nor were they to_be 
{ bought by that alleged arch enemy, the Cobden 
| Club. They were Republicans who put country 
above party. [Cheers.] They were Kepub- 
licans who, while cherishing memortes of the 
past, preferred, Virginius-like, to see their party 
consigned to the grave ratber than live dis- 
honored, Their attitude was unsought and un- 
desired, but it was the fault of leaders untrue 
| to them and to the party. 

Continuing Mr. Nichols said he could not re- 
frain from ¢enouncing the sentiment that they 
ought to vote for the party, regardiess§ of] wha 
the candidates are, and unless they did they were 
to be regarded as Benedict Arnolds aud Judas 
Iscariots. One man. had toid the speaker he 
would vote for the Republican candidate if he 
were the devil himself. He fervently hoped this 
doctrine wus not orthodox. Keferring to the 
Brooklyn Young Republican Club the speaker 
said he would have preferred to let some one else 
speak of it, but he could not allow one statement 
concerning it to pass uuciallenged. Une speaker 
at that very piace last Saturday night had said 
that 95 per cent. of the ciub lad indorsed the 
Republican candidates, and he had since said in 
Massachusetts that it was ¥6 per cent.

When the audience 
had fairly tired themselves out and were hoars¢ 
| with shouting, and not before, did they allow

He then went on and spoke for an 
hour and a half, exciting his auditors ta 
jaughter and a, plause. Yhe denonstrations of 
approval were so pronounced and so frequent 
that the speaker was obliged tu ask his hearers, 
good-naturedly, mat to take up so much of his 
time. His address was a masterly one as an ora- 
toricaletfort.

HIS LOYALTY TO THE PARTY. 


“I confess,” said Mr. Beecher, “at the risk of 
the imputation of some immodesty, that my ap- 
rance here to-night to antagonize the organ- 

zed action of the Republican Party, is itseif a 
fact of the most significant character. Before 
many of you were born I was rocking the cradle 
of the Republican Party. [Applause.] I fought 
its early battles when it was in an apparently 
hopeless minority. 1 advocated its cause—speak- 
ing day and night, at the risk of my health and 
of my life itself—which I counted as nothing 
compared with the interests of my country 
{applause} when Fremont was our first notable 
Candidate. When Mr. Lincoln [cheers] became 
our candidate I gave all I had of time, strength, 
influence, and persuasion, and when his election 
was ascertained and efforts were made to intimi- 
date the North and to prevent his being chaired, 
I went up and down through this country stiff- 
ening the backs of willow-backed patriots. [Ap- 
plause and laughter.) I faced mobs, I preached 
day and night in my own church tu hold 
the Nurth up toits own rights and interests. 
When the war broke out I sent to it the only boy 
I had big enough to holda musket, [applause,] 
and it greatly grieved my oldest child, a daugh- 
ter, that she was not a boy. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.} And as the war went on my contribu- 
tion could not be much, but such as it was I 
gave it—I gave it as a mother gives her breast to 
her chiid. [Renewed applause. } 

“And when, seeking some rest from exhausting 
cares and labors, | went abroad, I did not suffer 
the grass to grow under my feet, but in the face 
of royalty and aristocracy and of great wealth 
in England | upheld the justice and the recti- 
tude of the cause for which we were all striving, 
{Great applause.] And at every canvass from 
that day to this I have not held back health. 
strength, or intiuence. Why, then, is it that 

am now opposed to the organized move- 
ment of the Kepublican Party? That is a 
Significant question. For, gentlemen, I have 
never fed on official pap. [Laughter and oP 
plause.} I bave never asked a tavor for myself, 
nor could one be given me. I would not takea 
seat in the Senate of the United States, even if 
Jcould get it,and I fear that [am too gooda 
man to get it. [Great laughter.] Pardon me 
some little vanity when I say that I regard the 
platform of Plymouth Church as unspeakably 
higher than the Chairmanship of these United 
States—for me, notfor others. [Kenewed laugh- 
ter and applause. | 

“lam now opposing the party whose cradleI 
rocked, because I do not mean to bea pall-bearer 
to carry the coffin of that party to the grave. [ Ap- 
plause.] Gentlemen, the Republican Party is on 
its way to destruction, unless you turn the 
switch and run it on a side track. [Laugnhter.] 
And by all my love of my country—and it is 
next to my love of my God—by all my pride in 
the past—I feel bound to do whatever God will 
inspire me to do to stop the ruinous progress of 
the Republican Party and to save it. [Ap- 
plause. | 

“ There is bere, in some respects, one of the 
sublimest spectacles. You are one of the great 
councils of the people. Do you know that those 
gatherings of the people—whether of one side or 
the other—are the sources of ail laws, institu- 
tions, and Governments among our people? To 
be sure, the Mississippi and the Oregon, in their 
lower measures and spaces, are more visible, but 
in the mountains the springs are fed which create 
them. Legisiatures seem to be more eminent 
than those popular gatherings, but you are 
above Legislatures. You are the makersof Legis- 
latures. Courtsseemto be more venerable, but 

you make courtsand Judges. Congress and the 

residency‘are ordinarily thought to be high in 
honor and dignity, but you are the source of all 
their honor, of all their authority, and all their 
power. [Applause.] 

“It behooves you, therefore, not to make mere 
amusement of this work. I speak to you as toa 
jury. The case before you is not that of some 
trembling culprit, or some wronged citizen seek- 
ing redress. It 1s your whole country that is be- 
fore you to-night, whose cause I am to plead, to 
plead as if life or death hung on the issues. [Ap- 
Pplause.} Iam in dead earnest. It is very natural 
that men working through a political party 
should by and by come to look upon all events 
in the community in their relation to party 
welfare and party success. But I, who 
have had nothin to do with parties, 
except as moral instruments, naturally 
look upon their movements and purposes 
from the moral standpoint. What are they at- 
tempting to do for this great peopie? What 
does their success mean? How does it staud 
alongside the intelligence, the morality, the true 
religion of this people, alongside that patriotism 
which rests its feet on morality, but whose head 
stands in the spirituality which connects man 
with God? [Great applause.) I study public 
affairs from the moral and religious standpoint, 
and that which is offensive to God may I never 
live tu see the day when it may be acceptable to 
me. [Kenewed applause.] 


THE PERILS TO THE GOVERNMENT. 


“ Looking forward, as the pilot looks, what are 
our perils? The war is over. [Applause.] The 
great questions that agitated the community are 

ast. Youcan’t bring them back. There are, 

owever, two great dangers that betide our Gov- 
ernment. Oneis the danger that comes from 
the corruption of wealth; the other, that which 
comes from the corruption of too-long-beld 
power. [Great applause.] It is a common 
proverb, ‘An honest man can bear watching 
—a dishonest man needs it, [Laughter.] This is 
just as true of politics as of common procedure, 
This isthe age of enterprise, of production, of 
commerce—of money. All the world is a great 
buzzing factory, and the making of money 
stands, of all things, the most conspicuous to 
the visuai sense. Russia and France failed in 
their greatest wars and enterprises because 
those countries were honeycombed with official 
corruption. We are in danger from the same 
eause. The heavens rain gold on us; every 
drop of our Summer showers is worth more 
than a dollar to us. [Applause.] The annual 
increase of wealth even among the laboring 

pople is over erry and they are taxed 
$1,200,000 ayear! Yet we have an organization 
calling itself a ‘protection to the working- 
man!’ It is a great scheme of taxation that 
rolis $400,000,000 a year into the reservoirs at 
Washington, and $100,000,000 lies useless there. 
ee 

“It is strange that some of this golden water 
in the milldam of Washington is not employed 
to grind out votes to-day for the ‘old Repub- 
lican Party.’ Itis. One ot thegreatest dangers 
of our day is bribery. Voters are bribed. Thou- 
sands of men carry their hands open for their 
doliar or their two dollars, and put their votejin 
for that price and then wipe their smudged 
faces and go home and say their regular 
pears. {(Laughter.] Men who wish to go to 

he Legislature know how itis. ‘Money makes 
the mare go’—and the legislator! [Laugh- 
ter.) It is not possible for a man to 

o to the United States Senate unless 

e or his friends have the quid pro quo. 
Now and then there is a Sumner, but they don’t 

won every bush. [Laughter.] The Senators 
rom Kansas, from Nevada, trom California, are 
not suffered to go to Washington at their own 
expenses; or, if at their own expenses, they take 
care of those that send them there. [Laughter.] 
Our very courts receive upon their benches 
Judges placed there by the influence of gain— 
not for themselves, for I believe them as a body 
to be just men, but their friends use pecuniary 
inducements by which they are sent to the 
bench. 

“To-day it issought to buy « candidate into 
the Presidential chair with money. I have been 
credibly informed that between one and two 
million dollars have been rolled west to gild the 
State of Ohio, and a like stream is pouring into 
Indiana. My early life was spent in Indiana, 
my elder children were born there, and, in my 
heart, a Hoosier is, as it were, a brother to 
me, and anything that is good for Indiana 
pleases me. When, therefore, in the last great 
conflict word came that Dorsey had succeeded 
in carrying that State for the Republican Party, 
I felt so grateful that I told Mr. Murphy that I 
would be glad to go to a pubtic dinner in honor 
of Mr. Dorsey,and I went—innocent as I was. 
{Great laughter.|] I think that confidence in my 
fellow-men and generosity have been the occa- 
sion of more of my trips and downfalls than any 
vices or any other offenses. [Renewed laughter 
and ey 1 

**When I see Mr. Dudley abandoning his duties 
in Washington and distributing money with an 
unshamed hand—willing to acknowledge that he 
is doing it—I say that the thing is coming very 
nearly home to me, and that one great danger 
in the near future is that we shall have a Gov- 
ernment that will be honeycombed with cor- 
ruption pecuniarily. What a rush there is for 
gold! ow impatient are men become 
of homely industry—how eager for un- 
earned properties—how eager for specula- 
tion, whic is, in the main, an ‘at- 
tempt to cheat the devil. [Laughter.] Who 
can count the reputable thieves that have stolen 
trust funds and run off with bonds committed 
to their custody—Presidents, Cashiers, Directors, 
clerks, agents; this one a leading deacon, that 
one a Sunday school Superintendent; all of them 
Christians! (Great laughter.] Oh, if Christ were 
here, would he not again begin to drive out from 
the temple of our liberty those that were money 
shangers and that sold doves and oxen and 
asses — and men. 

** Now, under such circumstances, 1 ask you, 
which man will be the most likely to meet and 
resist this cankerous tendency—Mr. Blaine or 
Mr. Cleveland? [Tremendous enthusiasm and 
cheers for Cleveland.] What would Mr. Biaine 
do for the reform? He would not allow Mr. 
Dudiey to forsake the Pension Bureau in order 
to teach the (peo to worship the golden calf, 
would he? [Laughter.] He would not allow 
Congress to donate lands to railroads, would he? 
‘Renewed laughter.} He would seize the Pacific

“What isthe tone of moral sense of people 
who, when a body of men are anxious to redeem 
the Government from corruption, call them 
Pharisees? as if to seek to stem the tide of cor- 
ruption was to say ‘Jam holier than thou, Iam 
a Pharisee.’ Who was the Pharisee? In the 
sarlier day he was the Puritan of the Jews. .The 
Pharisees were the men that in the Babylonish 
saptivity undertook to keep their own people 
trom idolatry, and help them into the worship of 
Jehovah. ey were the Puritan: of the Ori- 
mt as the Englishmen were the Puritans 
of the Occident. Tt was the Puritan that gave 
iberty to old England, and it was the Puritan 
that brought liberty to New-England and laid 
che foundations of the institutions on which we 
ttand. So the Pharisees were the Puritans, and 
lama Pharisee, thank God.

MR. BEECHER’S TALK WITH MR. BLAINE. 


“I am a personal friend of Mr. Blaine. [Laugh- 
ter.] For 12 years I have watched him, anxious 
that he should be the right man—that he is not. 
For more than 10 years [ have been afraid of 
him. I have been challenged by a Brooklyn 
paper to give an account of an inter- 
view had with Mr. Blaine at the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel. I have only this 
tosay about it. I don’t think Mr. Joy exists any 
longer [laughter] as a respondent. If he doe 
there is something more to be said. But after 
spoke at the Cooper Union in advocacy of Mr. 
Garfield, {cheers,] I received a request from Mr, 
Blaine to come to meet him at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel. Taking my eldest son with me I went 
over. Mr. Blaine asked me if I had seen the 
newspaper called ‘ruth. Tsaid,*No.’ * Let me 
read it you,’ said he. He read me,I should 
think, two columns. 1 replied, ‘ That paper has 
one-third truth and two-thirds lies.’ [Laughter.] 
‘Now,’ said I, ‘I will tell you just what the 
truth was.’ I then narrated to him my inter- 
view with Mr. Joy. I was struck, after narrating 
it, that he didn’t fly into anger—that he didn't 
peremptorily and with the indignation of an 
honest man deny it. Without quoting his words, 
this was their substance: * Why, this can’t be. 
I don’t remember that [ ever bad any transac- 
tions in that direction. I don’t think that I had 
any bonds or anything of that kind at that time. 
Why, itis not probable; Mr. Joy—he couldn't 
have said any such thing as that.’ 

* By that time I was touched a little. I said to 
him: ‘ Mr. Blaine, where did I get the story ? 
Did I make it up, or did Mr. Joy tell it to me.’ 
* Oh,’ be said, * no, of course, but then Mr. Joy 
ismy best friend. He introduced my name into 
the convention and advocated my nom- 
ination.’ *‘ Yes; Sir,’ said I, ‘and that is 
tbe most damning circumstance about it. 
[Great apvlause.] For, Sir, when they found 
that you were the man _ that these 
monopolists and consolidated railroads wanted, 
they attempted to put you where you could do 
the most good. [Laughter and applause.] Alter 
some further discussion—for both of us were 
polite on the outside and extremely indignant 
on the inside—{laughter] we parted. This is 
the interview that the Brooklyn Times chal- 
lenged me once and again, and many times to 
relate. May it make the most of it. [Great ap- 
piause.] 

“TIT met Mr. Blaine once after thnat,and had 
some conversation with him. Going out from 
the Adams Express office and walking down the 
street, he said: * What do you think of the Cab- 
inet that Garfield is to form?’ My reply was, 
* Well, [don’t meddle with such things much. 
The only thing I know is who ought to be Secre- 
tary of State.’ *‘Who?’saidhe. Said J]. ‘James 
G. Blaine.’ *Do you think so? [ wish you 
would write that to Mr. Garfield.’ 

“ You may ask me how I[ should do it. It is 
not the question whether I did do it, but why? 
I have reasoned in this way: I knew Mr. Gar- 
field was under creat obligations to Mr. Blaine, 
and that beyond all question he would have the 
—— of some chair in the Cabinet. I reasoned: 
t won’t do for him to go to the Interior De- 
partment; there are too many temptations. 
It will certainly never do for him to be putin 
the Treasury. [Laugnter.] Although he is a 
good letter writer it would never do to put him 
in the Post Office. in my simplicity I thought 
that the next thing to extradition and emigra- 
tion would be to put him inthe chair of the 
Secretary of State. amapier.| So simple was 
I! (Laughter.] And therefore I thought, as he 
must go into the Cabinet,that was the place 
where he could do the leust harm of any. 


MR. BLAINE AND CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


“Now, the other great danger to which our 
Government is exposed is to be found in organ- 
izing all the officers of the Government and Grill- 
ing them into acompact body, not for the peo- 
ple, but for the party that happens to be in the 
ascendency There are between 80,000 and 
100,000 officers under the Federal Government. 
Inthe year 1900 there will be multitudes more. 
To meet this danger civil service reform has been 
instituted. You will remember it began witha 
few, and was hardly thought wortny of notice. 
When it was urged politicians began to resist it. 
Little by little the suber sense of the common 
people saw its necessity and it receiveda tenta- 
tive organization. Finally it became a system, 
with its laws. 

* Rotation 1n office is bad for the Government, 
because the change of minor officers with every 
change of administration leaves the Govern- 
ment continually in the condition of being 
served by raw men. No mercantile establish- 
ment, no foundry, or shipbuilding concern 
would turn off its expert laborers and take on 

reen hands, but that is what our Government 
Ges been doing every time the party has 
changed, thus bringing into the service inex- 

erienced and unfit men. It.is bad also because 
it holds up not patriotism as the motive of activ- 
ity, but this bribe of an office. These are danger- 
ous to the Government, corrupting to the people, 
and they forebode by and 7 an oligarchy that 
can determine almost every election by the peo- 
ple. LAppionse.J J 4 4 

* Has Mr. Blaine ever done anything for civil 
service reform? From under his roof, where 
dwells one of the most brilliant and acute 
writersin the great school of women writers, 
there issued the most caustic and ridiculing 
series of letters on this whole matter of reform 
and reformers in this respect. If I mistake not, 
it was composed under his roof, on his tables, 
and under his eye, and—unrebuked. Was there 
ever any testimony from him except this—a 
mild praise of Garfield as believing in it and an 
acceptance of the platform of the Republican 
Party that indorsed it? Is that the man to en- 
force civil service reform ? 

** Now, on the other hand, is there one of these 
elements of danger which we have to fear at the 
hands of Mr. Cleveland? [Cheers and applause. | 
He isa lawyer of repute, known for the sound 
judgment and the great industry which he brings 
to his cases. He began public life as a Sheriff. 
He has been the subject of ridicule in that mat- 
ter, and from quarters where I did not expect it, 
I believe last night—perhaps the night before— 
in this place. It has been laughed at that he 
charged for 860 days in a year of service, as if 
there were 860 days, and yet the fools that are 
laughing do not know that more than half the 
work of the Sheriff is done by deputies and 
every Deputy’s service is counted by the 
Gay. This is understood by Legislatures and 
by courts. The very man in that county 
who is now up for Congress returned 1,100: days’ 
service in the 865, and doubtless very properly, 
too. He is the Republican candidate. They 
laugh because he charged 25 cents for a “eo 
per. Mr. Blaine would have charged $200. But 
this fellow has no idea of dishonesty. He does 
not know what his privileges were. You will 
bear in mind that when Marcy was Governor of 
New-York and had to travel the State, he 
charged, I think, 3 shillings or 50 cents for mend- 
ing his pantaloons. [Laughter.] 

* Now. I want a man that won't take one sin- 
gie, solitary penny but simply what belongs to 
him. In these buncombe days, when men don’t 
count a dollar worth anything, it is good to find 
the original simplicity of the old-fashioned men 
who served the public. But Judge Davis vindi- 
cated him as a Sheriff because he himself per- 
sonally superintended the execution of one 
whom the law had doomed to death. He—a 
Judge—an able Judge—a Judge whose 
memory will go down io posterity § as 
havin convicted that arch criminal 
Tweed, {[applause,] so far forgot himself as to 
say that Mr. Tanner was a good candidate for 
Sheriff, and Isay ‘Amen’ to that. I shall vote 
for him. [Applause.! Lut he said—this is the 
offensive part of it—that he woula not vote for 
him if he thought that in executing the law he 
would personally superintend the execution of a 
culprit. AJudge from the bench saying to the 
young men who gathered here that a Jaw and 
statute of the Commonwealth was honored in 
having a sworn officer refuse to execute it! 
[Cries of *Shame! shame!’ and hisses. ] 

** Now, Judge Davis would never have said that 
deliberately. It is one of those little excursions 
that public speakers sometimes make. |Laugh- 
ter.] From the Shrievalty Mr. Cleveland was 
exalted to the Mayoraity, it it be an exaltation, 
and in some cities it is, but we will wait until 
after the election in New-Yorkandsce. [Laugh- 
ter.] As such he won a good repute and was 
honored by the whole bulk of the citizens of 
Buffalo. Then, as a rebuke to the man- 
agers of the Republican Party, he was 
exalted to the _ position of Governor. of 
the State of New-York. (Applause. Nor 
has there been any sort of chance to make any 
effectual criticism on his administration since he 
has been Governor of this imperial State. |Ap- 
plause.}] In this position, simple asa child, sin- 
cere as a saint, [applause,] with broad common 
sense and very uncommon honesty, [applause,] 
atrueand enthusiastic member of the Demo- 
cratic Party, [appiause,] but putting the whole 
State and the whole country higher than 
the party, [applause,] while Mr. Blaine 
bas been imitating the pothouse politi- 
cians in the ward elections, going from grog 
shop to grog shop, and crooning with men, dis- 
honoring the example of all Presidential candi- 
dates we have ever had up to this hour, making 
a canvass everywhere throughout New-York 
State and throughout Ohio, throughout Indiana 
and Michigan, and coming back soon to upset 
everything in Brooklyn ana New-York here 
{laughter,] there staid Grover Cleveland, re- 
fusing to stir! [Prolonged applause.} He at- 
tended to the duties of his office and let the 
country employ its own best judgment as to 
whether he should go higher. [Applause.] 


ANSWERING OBJECTIONS TO CLEVELAND. 


* One reason why Mr. Cleveland is not accept- 
able to some of his own party is that while be 
is an honest Democrat he is not a partisan, but a 
patriot. [Applause.}] Let me attend to some 
of the objections. If our country needs 
a man ot sterling honesty and_ integ- 
rity on account of the temptations of 
money Cleveland is the man! [Applause.] 
If our Government is to be free from the dan- 
gers of a complex financial combination that 
can determine for any party in pene very near- 
ly their whole future Cleveland is tie man! [Great 
Applause.} Do you know that when he came 
into the Governor's chair he never turned out 
a man that Cornell had put in power but one. 
Cornell had turned out a one-armed soldier as a 
messenger and put in a stalwart workingman. 
Cleveland put out the stalwart workingman and 
put back the one-armed soldier. _[Applause.] 
One-half of his staff to-day are Republicans. 
That’s the man for Washington! [Applausc.] 

“ But it isalmost the one argument I hear on 
every hand—‘I don’t like Blaine. He was not 
my choice,'but then, he isthe regular nominee 
of our party.’ Well, 1 should like to know what 
sort of a party man you are that can stand by 
| and see your party degraded and damaged, but 

stick to it and not put forward one single, soli- 
| tary effort to save it. [Applause.] And yet the 
| party is not like the man that fell among 
the thieves—though the thieves are after it. 
| [Laughter.] Here are the men who sce 
| the danger. And the priest saw that the poor 
| fellow wasn't a priest and he went vast. and the 


Levite (as it has been saia) saw that he had been 
robbed already and he went . (Great laugh- 
ter.) If you area faithful Republican, the com- 
mand is as if it came from the lips of God. * Sce 
that the party suffers no detriment,’ and no 
greater detriment could come than an unworthy 
head given to it. 

“Why, according to your logic, you must vote 
for who’ er the convention gives you. Ifthe 
convention had given you , every mother’s 
son of you would have had to drop your tail be- 
tween your legs and vote for Tweed. The logic 
of this is infamous, and the man who urges 
such an excuse as that, if he has a decent 
wife, ought not to go home for 48 hours, 
until he had bathed and cleansed him- 
self. Suppose you were the ‘Trustee 
of an academy or school and you knew that the 
man whom the Trustees had elected was a thief 
and a liar, you yrould say, ‘ Well, I belong to the 
Board of Trus 
T will send my boyto the school, although this 
man is athiefandaliar.. You would not do it 
anywhere else, I tell you, except where the mur- 
rain of a blighted politics had failen upon you. 

“Well, they say, ‘We don’t wish to leave 
the party.’ We don’t wish to have you. We 
want you to stay in it and become independent 
Republicans. |Applause.] Who are inde- 
pendent Republicans? They are the men who 
seek to raise the party to the higher ground. 
They are the men who hail the rising sun and 
don’t want to see the setting sun go down in 
clouds and darkness. They are the men who 
watch the temptations of the day, its dangers, and 
set themselvss to maintain its purity. These 
men don't want to leave the party. Suppose 
you were travelingin a stage coach and plunged 
headiong down an embankment into mud and 
moras:, and the driver cries, ‘Come, out with 
you, out with you all, and help me put it back 
again,’ and every mother’s son of you should 
say, ‘No: we are not going to leave this coach.’ 

“To elect Mr. Blaine under all the conditions, 
under all the charges and imputations, and in the 
light of all his history, isto say toevery unprin- 
cipled man on this continent, * No matter what 
your life has been, if you get a regular nomina- 
tion, youare going to be in the Presidential 
chair.’ Ishallattend to what men say about 
teaching our young people to vote for the mo- 
rality of Mr. Cleveland before I close; but I re- 
turn the question to you: * Will you teach your 
children that lying isa safe thing,a mere blem- 
ish,atoible? 1 tell you that truth isthe one 
cohesive element that holds society together. 
[Applause.} I tell you that truth is that bond 
which creates trust between man and man, and 
to put a man smouched with lies from head to 
foot inthe Presidential chair is to teaeh all our 
young men that lying is a foible and nota sin. 

“ But they say again, ‘We are not going to 
join the Democratic Party. We have fought all 
our life long against them. We are not going to 
change now.’ Well, we have not joined the 
Democrats except for one end, and that is to 
keep out a bad man and put in a good one. [Ap- 
plause.j; Suppose they do take the Government. 
Do you undertake to say that’ there 
are uo good Democrats? and that, too, 
when you see that it was _ the 
best men of the Democratic Party 
that put forward Cleveland against other and 
very strong candidates, because he was an 
honest and good man. [Applause.] I tell you 
that either party alone will not produce as good 
results as the best men of the two parties work- 
ing together for a common purpose. Applause.) 
If the Democrats, long out of power, do well 
wantthem to retain administrative power, |Ap- 
plause.] If with four years’ power they prove 
themselves incompetent we will whirl them out 
as the dust is whirled before the whirlwind. 
(Applause. I defy them to do much worse than 
I think Blaine will. [Applause.] 


INDEPENDENT REPCBLICANISM. 


* But there is another thing for you to carry in 

mind and tointerpret, and this is, what inde- 
pendent Republicanism means. It is, as yet, an 
undeveloped third party. It will hold the 
balance between the two parties. It will be a 
veice in every election, saying: ‘{f you 
present worthy men we'll help you. If 
you present unworthy men, we'll defeat you.’ 
[Applause] So degraded has been the political 
conscience, however, that the Republican leaders 
pow contempt on the very idea that there can 
xe uncorrupted politics, and they ridicule the 
conception that the independent Republicans 
have got any cleaner hands and any higher mo- 
tives than anybody else. Nevertheless they will 
find out, if not in this election then in the 
next, for we have not come together to 
be easily dissolved. The men who are forming 
the backbone, the ribs, the hands, and the feet 
of the independent Republicans are the men who 
propose to stand by this work right through the 
years. We are the men who huve such a pride 
in our Government and in our country that we 
decree our lives to the maintenance ot its purity, 
its dignity, and its grandeur. 

“The great ends for which the party was 
established have been accomplished. The anti- 
slavery conflict was one. We wonit. The right 
to put Lincoln in the chair was another. We 
wonit. The right to make a man President when 
he had been elected was still another. We won 
it. We exploded the doctrine of State 
sovereignty, though we _ respect the doc- 
trine of State rights. The vicious 
heresy of the right of secession—we put 
our foot upon that serpent and it will never 
sguirm again. Forthe maintenance of the war 
for the Union we gave our sons and uncounted 
streams of money, and never regretted the loss of 
the one or the expenditure of the other. We went 
through all the maze and doubt and obscurity of 
reconstruction. The Republican Party accom- 
plisbed it, but you are to remember that in ail 
this long experience the Republican Party had 
swallowed into itself asa part of its very estate 
and nature the noblest men of the whole Demo- 
cratic Party of the North. 

* The platforms of the two parties are so near- 
ly like one another, that if they were to swap, 
one Republican would think he was reading the 
Democratic platform. The question of civil ser- 
vice reform is an earnest question, as is limita- 
tions of great monopolies. We are to exercise 
watchfulness over the rights of the common 
people and see that they awake to the danger 
around them. We are to assert liberty of 
thought, liberty of conscience, liberty of speech 
liberty of motion, and liberty of commerce all 
the world over. A great many men are not free 
traders—both among the independent Republic- 
ans, ahd the Republicans too, I am sorry to say. 
Iam. [Applause.] I have judged of this aues- 
tion with the rest fora term of years, and I am 
not therefore making this an issue on this great 
political conflict. 

* There is a higher question—the education of 
the people by the States or by the Federal Gov- 
ernment; the prevention of that disguised 
heresy, the paternal Government, The paternal 
Government is only a concealed word for the 
internal Government. The only thing that the 
Government has to do is to stand by and give 
every man fair play. The business of the Govy- 
ernment is the rights of the laborers against 
combined capital; the defense of the individual 
as against corporate bodies, no socialism, no 
communism, no nihilism, the safety of an Ameri- 
can citizen the world over. | Loud applause.) 

“The independent Republican Party mean to 
hold the old party up tirmly. Weare working 
in the future—not counting the deeds of the 
past. But it is said Cleveland cannot control 
the Democratic Party. He will be controlled by 
them. He will oust alljthe officeholders. Bay- 
ard, Thurman, Morrison, Lamar. Wouid that not 
be a better Cabinet than Dorsey, Elkins, Filley, 
avd a whole brood more? Would you not like 
to see Jay Goukl sitting in the Treasury? 
{Laughter.] One man shakes his head ana says 
‘Things are so mixed,I shall not vote again. 
That is like the soldier in the farce battle who 
stands with his gun and won’t fire because he 
does not know whom he will hit. We don’t want 
any cowards. It is a man’s sworn duty to this 
Government to vote. 

“If you vote for Blaine, you vote for corrup- 
tion. If you vote for St. John, you vote into 
the air. If you vote for Butler, you yote into 
the mud. If you vote for Cleveland, [cheers,} 
you vote foran honest man. [Loud cheers.| 1 
don’t wish to be too onesided. 1 don't deny te 
Mr. Blaine many excellencies as a private citizen. 
He is kindiy and impulsive. He will do his best 
to serve a friend, if it does not interfere with his 
private aim. He lives to render personal serv- 
ices to those Who approach him. Such qualities 
attach mento him. They excite enthusiasm in 
unrefiective people who do not stop to consider 
whether he is a good leader. Mr. Liaine’s per- 
sonal and social attractions are such and 60 
many that one cannot but think that prudence 
ought to have urged him to stay at home. 
{Laughter.] He writes beautifully still, with 
only one defect—that it is amost illegible.”

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MR. HENDRICKS IN CHICAGO. 
ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING AND A 
PROCESSION. 

CurcaaGo, Oct. 22.—The Hon. Thomas A. 
Hendricks arrived at Pullman, Ill., this morning, 
and spent the day there infresting for the dem- 
onstration! here this evening. He arrived at 
the station here about 5 o’ciock this afternoon, 
and was escorted to the Palmer House by 
a reception committee composed of members 
of the Iroquois Club, Cook County Democratic 


Club, and representatives of the various labor 
organizations. This evening he spoke in Battery 
D Armory, on the lake front, before an au- 
dience which completelv filled the immense 
building. The weather was quite cold, but fully 
5-000 people packed the place and cheered the 
speaker to theecho. Henry Watterson and ex- 
Gov. Palmer also spoke. The enthusiasm 
was tremendous, and Mr. Hendricks was 
accorded a great reception. Early in the even- 
ing a torchlight procession was formed at 
Twelfth-street, and when Mr. Hendricks finished 
speaking he was escorted to the Iroquois Club 
rooms and reviewed the procession from a bal- 
cony. Thestreetsin the vicinity were densely 
packed with people, and the procession was a 
most formidable one, fully 10,000 men and 5,000 
torches being in line. As the various clubs 
vmassed the reviewing stand they cheered Mr. 
lendricks vociferously, and the cheers were 
taken up by the crowd in the street. The club 
rooms were brilliantly illuminated, and there 
was a fine display of fireworks. After the pro- 
cession had passed Mr. Hendricks was tendered 
an informal reception in the rooms of the club, 
The demonstration was a credit to the Chicago 
Democracy. Mr. Hendricks is looking paie and 
overworked. He says he looked fora Repub- 
lican victory in Ogio, but is inclined to think the 
Democrats wil! win in Indiana. 

In the course of his remarks at the Armory 
this evening Gov. Hendricks said: 

**In the recent election in Ohio the State was 
overrun with Federal officeholders, many of 
them not citizens of the State; with Federal 
officers who, instead of serving the Govern- 
ment, were secretly plotting to continue 
themselves in power. Could the _ party 
be trusted which would conduct elections 
as they had been conducted in Cincinnati. The 
people demanded nonpartisans at the polis? In- 
stead of that a vast number of Republican par- 
tisans were sent there armed, many of them 
unfit persons for the positions held by 
them. The result was riot and _ blood- 
shed. Could not Ohio conduct an election 
to results without the interference of a bureau 
of officers from Washington? It was the duty 
of the Government to ser the laws executed. 
They were violated at Cincinnati. In view 
of the dignity and fairness which had 
characterized the present Administration 
the Democracy looked hopefully to Presi- 
dent Arthur in the belief that he would 
not allow this wrong. [Applause.] In speaking 
on the tariff question, he said that in the plat- 
form of the Republicans a promise was made to 
correct the inequalities and excesses! of the 
tariff. This admitted that the present taxation 
was unequal and unjust, because it levied 
in excess of needs. He said the Republic- 
ans were trying to make the people believe 
that the Democracy, if it secured power, 
would inaugurate free trade. That statement 
was not true. The Democratic Party was not in 
favor of free trade; it had always favored the 
raising of revenue for the Government by means 
of tariffs. What the party did claim was that 
the amount of tariff being collected should be 
reduced. The Democratic point was that the 
tariff should be reduced to the wants of the 
Government, economically administered. In 
support of this position it had the words of no 
less high an authority than President Arthur. 

The speaker did not believe that the Demo- 
cratic Party made any mistake in nominat- 
ing Grover Cleveland. He would not, how- 
ever, press his opinion on his hearers, as 
they might think him partial. He would 
merely refer them to the large body 
of independent Republicans who believed him 
the best man for the place. [Applause.] He pro- 
ceeded to urge the need of a change in the Gov- 
ernment, and closed by urging all to go tothe 
polls and vote, and see to it that none but honest 
votes be counted. 

MR. SCHURZ’S CHICAGO FRIENDS. 

Curcaao, Oct. 22.—It is currently re- 
ported in newspaper circles bere that a number 
of the friends of Carl Schurz are arranging to 
purchase for him the Chicago Demokrat, a Ger- 
man Democratic daily, which is now run by Gen. 


Lieb, of the Water Office. This sheet has 
always led a very weak existence, but the friends 
of Mr. Schurz believe that there isa wide field 
for it here, and think that Mr. Schurz is the man 
to put life into it. These reports have been a 
source of extreme anxiety to A. C. Hessing, 
of the Staats-Zeitung,who has always played fast 
and loose with the Republican Party of the 
State. At present he is leaning toward the De- 
mocracy, but the possible appearance of Mr. 
Schurz may induce him to go back to his first 
love and support Blaine.

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


AFFAIRS IN STATU QUO. 
THE BALTIMORE STILL RUNNING ITS TRAINS 
TO NEW-YORKE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22.—The action of 
the court in Baltimore yesterday in dissolving 
the temporary injunction restraining the Phila- 
delphia, Wilmington and Baltimore Railroad 
Company from interfering with the running of 
Baltimore and Ohio trains over the tracks of the 
first-named company was followed by prompt 
action to-day on the part of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, which ordered the stoppage of the 
train service. Notice to this effect was given 
to-day by General Manager Pugh, of the Penn- 
sylvania Railrogd Company, to General Superin- 
tendent Kenney, of the Philadelphia, Wil- 


mington and Baltimore Railroad Company. 
The latter official thereupon repeated the 
notice to General Agent Wilkens in Halitimore, 
and directed him to notify the Baltimore and 
Ohio officers accordingly. bis action, if it shall 
be maintained by the courts, will, of course, cut 
out the Baltimore and Ohio from its New-York 
connection under the arrangement with the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, and compel! it 
to wait for the completion of its own line to a 
connection with the Reading system. By the 
Maryland law a restraining order may be re- 
newed by the defendant entering security and 
appealing the case to the Court of Appeals. 

As soon as the Baltimore and Ohio Company 
became aware of the court’s action yesterday 
they directed their counsel, J. G. Jobnson, to 
prepare a bill in equity asking that the restrain- 
ing order granted by the United States Circuit 
Court in this city be extended to the Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington and Baltimore Railroad. This 
action took opposing counsel before Judges 
McKenna and Butler, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, this afternoon, and the question of 
the court’s jurisdiction in the premises was 
argued at length. Messrs. MacVeagh and Scott, 
representing the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, contented that the action of the court 
could not at this juncture be made fairly to ap- 
ply to the Philadelphia, Wilmington and Balti- 
more Railroad, and that as the order to with- 
draw the trains had already been given, it would 
be dangerous to revoke it on such short notice, 

‘“*We stand ready,” said Mr. Scott, ** to do 
anything that will conserve the public interests.” 
The Baltimore and Ohio Company had, be de- 
clared, already elected to begin proceedings asa 
citizen of Baltimore in that city, and it should 
stand by its action. At the suggestion of the 
court the order issued by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, withdrawing the Baltimore 
and Ohio trains, will be suspended for the pres- 
ent, and the position of affairs will remain un- 
changed until after the argument of the ques- 
tion next Friday. The Baltimore and Ohio 
trains will, however, be run as specials.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22.—Rumors intend- 
ed to depress Reading and Jersey Central were 
very thick in Third-street to-day. It was said 
that the Dinsmore suit would be decided against 
the Reading Company principally because the 
Reading Company did not care to maintain the 
lease.

COMMODORE SCHLEY’S REPORT OF 
HIS EXPEDITION. 

4 GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE FINDING 
OF GREELY’S CAMP—THE STORY OF 
CANNIBALISM PROVED BY SIX BODIES. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The report of 
Commodore Winfield Scott Schley of the expe- 
dition under his command for the relief of the 
Greely party has been submitted to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. It cites the orders under 
which the expedition was organized, and then 
enters upon a graphic narrative of the events of 
the voyage. 

Early onthe evening of June 7 the ships Thetis 
and Bear reached Duck Islands, which locality 
Commodore Schley terms ‘a desired outpost for 
advance into the more perilous dangers of Mel- 
ville Bay.” Violent gales, snowstorms, and 
dense fogs prevailed, delaying further progress 
until the morning of June 1i, when, open water 
having been observed through rifts in the fog 
to the northwest, the lines were cast off and the 
voyage was resumed. The usual! perils of arctic 
navigation were experienced upon the north- 
ward journey from this point. Constant and 
anxious watch was kept for opportunities to 
make headway. Mile by milea way was forced 
around obstructions and through dangerous 
and tortuous leads, until on the morning of 
June 18 the neighborhood of Cape York was 
reached. Here communication was opened with 
the natives, but no tidings of Greely’s party 
could be obtained. Littleton Island was reacbed 
on June 21, up to which time nothing had been 
heard of the objects of the search. The passage 
across to Payer Harbor was mude on the after- 


noon of the 22d, during a heavy gale, and 
the vessels were moored to -the ice 
foot with ice anchors. Parties were 
sturted to visit the cairns and _ caches 
at this point in order that no opportunity should 
be lost to push northward if no tidings of 
Greely were to be found. Soon cheers were 
heard avove the roaring winds by those on ship- 
board. Ina few minutes Seaman Yewell made 
his appearance almost out of breath and report- 
ed that Greely and his party were at Caps Sa- 
bine. He broughtand delivered to Commodore 
Schley records found by Lieut. Taunt in a cairn 
on Brevoort Island. The records had been chief- 
ly prepared by Lieut. Greely in person and were 
found to bear dates of eight and nine months 
previous. ‘The latest paper, written Sunday, 
Oct. 21, 1883, was as follows: 

“My party is now permanently in camp on the west 
side of a small neck of land which connects the wreck 
cache cove or bay. and the one to 1s west, distant 
about equally from Cape Sabine and Cocked Hat 
Island. All well.” 

Soon atter Yewell’s arrival Ensign Harlow sig- 
naled from Stalknecht Island: **Send five men; 
Ihave found all Greely’s records, instruments, 
&c."” Lieut. Colwell was now instructed to pro- 
ceed to the wreck camp cache,andif any of the 
party were alive to inform them that their relief 
was at hand. Commodore Schley followed in 
the Bear, leaving the Thetis with instructions 
to pick a the remaining searching par- 
ties and then follow the Bear. As _ the 
steam cutter reached the wreck camp 
cache, Lieut. Colwell, and Ice Masters Ash and 
Norman, discovered Sergt. Long reclining on 
the rocks. Taking him into the cutter and learn- 
ing from him the location of the camp, they 
went to it and announced to Lieut. Greely the 
coming of relief. Ice Master Norman returned 
to the steam cutter from the camp and took 
Long off at once to the Bear. Long was too weak 
to get On board himself, and was carried up the 
side by the crew and placed on a chair in the 
saloon. Full particulars having been learned from 
him in a few moments, Commodore Schley, with 
Lieut. Emory, Ensign Reynolds, Dr. Ames, and 
several of thecrew of the Bear, went ashore 
and reached Greety's camp about 9 P. M. Lieut. 
Colwell now reported that he found the tent 
eovering the party blown down on them, and 
that he had partially raised it, with the assistance 
of Ash and Norman, and had given the survivors 
some milk and beef extract. Signal was 
made to the Thetis to send more officers and 
men with Ensign Harlow and the photographic 
instruments; also to send clothing, blankets, and 
stretchers. To this signal Chief Engineer Mel- 
ville, Dr. Green, Lieut. Taunt, Lieut. Lemly, and 
Ensign Harlow, of the Thetis, and Lieut. Usher, 
of the Bear, responded. These officers were as- 
signed to various duties in connection with the 
removal of the living and the dead, their 
effects, &c. The doctors were left to admin- 
ister stimulants to Lieut. Greely, Sergt. Ellison, 
Sergt. Brainerd, Hospital Steward Biederbeck, 
Sergt. Fredericks, and Private Connell, who 
were found alivein the wretched tent. Ensign 
Harlow photographed the tent, the burying 
grround on the ridge, and the ice foot near by. 
The camp was nearly midway between Cocked 
Hat Island and (:pe Sabine. It was about 75 
feet from the beacii on a slight elevation, and 
protected by high mountains to the south- 
wurd, All the survivors except Long were found 
in the tent, but Brainerd, Biederbeck, and Fred- 
ericks subsequently emerged and insisted that 
they were strong enough to walk to the boat. 
It required but a short time to demonstrate 
their mistake, and they with the others were 
carried upon stretchers. By 11 P. M. the sur- 
vivors were so far strengthened by stimulants 
that all were removed to the ships—Lieut. Gree- 
ly, Sergt. Brainerd, Hospital Steward Bieder- 
beck, and Private Connell to the Thetis: Serets. 
Fredericks and Ellison to the Bear. The gale 
which had blown all day increased toa hur- 
ricane during the night. Work with boats, 
therefore, was both difficult and dangerous. 


. With much difficulty the ships were kept head 


tothe wind. The frequent squalls often drove 
them off, broadside to, and while in such 
position, without sail, their rails would 
be driven almost {nto the water. Although the 
shore was distant at times hardly 100 feet, the 
boats would nearly swamp in traversing that 
short distance. The work of exhuming the bod- 
ies of the dead for transportation to the United 
States was carried on under the orders of Lieut. 
Emory, and so energetically and promptly per- 
formed that the shYps were able to start for 
Payer Harbor at 4 o’clock on the morning of 
June 22." 

Commodore Schley describes as follows the im- 
pressive scenes inside of Greely’s tent: 


“Lieut. Greely was found in his sleeping bag, his 
body inclined forward and head resting upon his left 
hand. The Book of Common Prayer was open and 
held in his right hand. He appeared to be reading 
prayers to Private Connell, whose condition was most 
desperate and critical. He was cold to the waist; all 
sensation of hunger gone; was speechless and almost 
breathless; his eyes were fixed and glassy. Indeed, 
his weakness was such that it was with diffi- 
culty he swallowed the_ stimulants given him by 
Drs. Green and Ames. His jaws had dropped, his 
heart was barely pulsating, and his body temperature 
very low. This tender scene of a helpless, almost fam- 
ished, officer consoling a dying companion was in 
itself one that brought tears to the eyes of the strong- 
est and stoutest of those who stood about them on 
the merciful errand of relief. Sergts. Brainerd and 
Fredericks and Hospital Steward Biederbeck 
were extremely wenk and hardly able to stand; 
they were no longer able to venture away 
from their camp to seek food, nor to prepare 
their simple dict of boiled sealskin, nor to collect 
lichens, nor to eatch shrimps, upon which they hed to 
depend to a great extent to sustain life. Their faces, 
hands, and limbs were swollen to such an extent that 
they could not be recognized. This indicated that the 
entire party had buta short lease of life, provably not 
more than 48 hours at most. This fact was recognized 
by them all, and had come to them from their experi- 
ence during that long and desolate Winter tn watching 
their dying companions as one after another vassed 
away from among them forever. Poor Seret. Ellison 
was found in his sleeping bav, where he had lain help- 
Jess and hopeless for months, with handsand feet 
frozen off. Strapped to one of the stumps was found 
n spoon. which some companion had secured 
there to enable him to feed himself. His phys- 
condition. otherwise appeared to be the best 
the survivors, and this may be at- 
the fact that each of his eom-

; panions had doled out to him from their smail 


allowance of food, something to belp him, on account 
of his complete helplessness to add anything to his 
own by hunting about the rocks for lichens or catching 
shrimps, He suffered no waste of strength by exer- 
tion incident thereto. This care of Ellison, was such 
as only brave and generous men suffering with each 
other under the most desperate circumstances could 
think of. 

“sergt. Long was very much reduced, though in 
somewhat better condition than some of the others. 
His office of hunter for the starving party had made it 
necessary to incrense slightly his pittance of food to 
maintain his strength, that he might continue the bat- 
tle for food and life to the helpless. In his case, how- 
ever, the effect of. this continued effort had 
told its story in his wasted form. Shorter 
and shorter journeys were made in eood weather 
while inthe frequent bad weather of that region his 
strength was so much impaired that when the joyful 
signal whistle was heard he had only enough left to 
stagger out to the rocks overlooking the water to see 
if thé signal heard had proceeded from ships in sight. 
His first visit wasa bitter disappointment, as he saw 
nothing, A_ second visit, 15 minutes later, brought 
him within 50 vards of the Bear’s steam cutter and 
in view of the relief ships coming around Cape 
Sabine. When the steam cutter ran onto the beach 
where Long was seen, he rolled down the ice-covered 
cliff and was taken into the cutter. He informed 
Lieut. Colwell that the location of the camp was fust 
over the cliff. Inthe case of Sergt. Ellison the medical 
officers were fearful from the first that his chances of 
life were very small. As soon as healthful food was 
avatiable and the digestive functions should be re-es- 
tablished fully, the healthful round of blood circulation 
would begin its distribution of new life to the injured 
parts, and inflammation would naturally oecur. If 
Filison’s strength should tncrease more rapidly than 
the inflammation, amputation of the injured parts 
would perhans save his life. Several days after his 
rescué, June 28, Dr. Green renorted that’ Ellison was 
threatened with congestion of the brain. Thesymptoms 
increased rapidly, until the poor fellow lost his reason. 
At Godhaven his condition was so critical that the 
Surgeons of the expedition, after consultation, de- 
termmed to amputate both feet, above the ankles, as 
the only chance of life left the sufferer. Disease, how- 
ever, triumphéed, and amid the bleak scenes that had 
surrounded him for three years, in his hero:e sacrifice, 
and within the desolate solitude of that region of ever- 
lusting tce and snow, surrounded by his sorrowing 
comrades, he passed away xbout S A. M. of July 7, 
three days after the amputation. 

“Lieut. Greely was physically the weakest but 
mentally the most vigorous of his party. He bad laid 
in his sleeping bag for weeks on account of his gradu- 
ally failing strength. He was unableto stand alone for 
any length of time, and was almost heipiess except in 
a sitting posture; all pangs of hunger had ceased: his 
appearance was wild, bis hair was long and unkempt, 
his face and hands were covered with sooty black dirt, 
his body was scantily covered with wornout clothes, 
his form was wasted. his joints were swollen-and his 
eyes were sunken. His first inquiry was if they were 
not Englishmen, but when he was told that we were his 
own countrymen he paused for a moment as if refiect- 
ing, then said: ‘And I am glad to see you.’ The con- 
dition of his camp was in keeping with the scene in- 
side the tent, desperate and desolate. The bleak 
bareness of the spot, over which the wild 
arctic bird wonld not fiy: the row of graves on a 
little ridge 100 feet away, with the protruding 


hends an. feet of those lately buried, a but silent 
witness to the daily increasing weakness of the little 


water from the melting snow and ice ubove it; the 
dead bodies of two companions stretched on the ice 
foot that remained; the wretched apology for 
cooking utensils improvised by them in their sore 
distress, hardly deserving the name; the scattered and 
wornout clothes and sleeping bags of the dead; the 
absence of all food, save a few cupfuls of boiled seal. 
skin scraps; the wild and weird scene of snow, ice, and 
glaciers ov looking and overhanging this desolate 
camp, com) a picture as startling as it was im- 
pressive. I hope never again in my life to look upon 
such wretchedness and such destitution. The picture 
was more startling and more deeply pathetic 
than I haa ever dreamed conld be possible. 
In beholding it I stood for a moment 
almos manned, and then realized that if the expe- 
dition demonstrated any one thing more than an- 
otner it was that an hour had its valueto at least gue 
of that party. Stouter hearts than mine felt full 
of sorrow. yes that had not =“ for years were 
moistened with tears in the solemnity of that precious 
hour in ths lives of; that heroic little band of sufferers, 
until this moment so hopeless and helpless * * * 

“The dead were burned on a ridge back of the camp, 
distant from it about 40 yards. The bodies of Privates 
Henry und Snider were found on the ice-foot west 
ot the camp, distant £0 yards. In exhuming these 
bodies one at a time was taken up and wrapped in 
blankets. Tickets or tags of canyas were sewed to 
them marked in the order of exhuming them, 1. 
2, 3, &c. Lieut. Emory drew a plot of this bury- 
ing ground with the numbers of the graves marked 
in order of exhuming. This plot was subsequently 
submitted to Sergt. Brainerd, who had superintended 
the burials. The names of the dead corre ponding to 
the numbers were marked under them. ‘Their identity 
was complete. The bodies were carefully wrapped up 
and stowed in one of the dories on board the Thetis. 
They were then covered with ice and guarded until 
tanks could be prepared tu hold alcohol. This was 
done three days afterward, when six of the bodies were 
transferred tothe Bear. All the bodies were then placed 
in alcohol in the tanks and so carried to St. John’s, New- 
foundland. Atll A.M. June 23 Lieut. Emory with the 
Bear, was sent back to the wreck to make another 
search of the locality, more extended than that of the 

preceding day, and to include the coast frum the ice 
imit, half'a mile west of the camp, up to Cape Sabine. 
This search losted several honrs, but added nothing to 
that made the previous day. At5 P. M. the Bear re- 
turned to Payer Harbor, having barely escaped the 
crush of ice against the land in the vicinity of Cape 
Sabine, At 6 P.M. June 23 both ships sailed from 
Payer Harbor to Littleton Island, which point they 
reached at 9:30 P. M.” 

The preparation of the bodies of the dead for alcohol 
and their condition is referred to as follows: “ The 
tanks having been prepared by June 25, the bodies of 
the dead were transferred tothem. Dr. Green, Chief 
Engineer Melville, and Ensign Harlow, of the Thetis; 
Dr. Ames, Lieut. Crosby, and Lieut. Colwell, of the 
Bear, prepared the bodies in the following manner: 
From each body the clothing was removed. It 
was then wrapped in strips of cotton cloth from 
head to foot, backwar and forward several 
times. Cotton sheeting was then used to cover 
the whole, eut to fit the form of the body. 
Wrapped in this way, the body was placed in the 
tanks and secured against movement from ramming 
ice or when rolling in the passage after leaving the ‘ce 
This arrangement was temporary, and would not 
answer when making the passage beyond St. John’s. Ir 
preparing the bodies of the dead for transportation ir 
alcohol to, St. John’s it was found that six 
of them, Lieut. Kislingbury. Sergts. Jewell anc 
Ralston, Privates Whistler, Henry, and Ellis, hac 
been cut and the fleshy parts removed to a greater 01 
less extent. All other bodies were found intact 
When the bodies of the dead were exposed in prepar 
ing them the identification was found to be complete 
Some of them could be recognized by aid of a picture 
taken with us from home. Others whose features hac 
decayed were identified by other characteristics. I am 
therefore, satisfied that no mistake was made in this 
important matter, which so impressed us from the be- 
ginning.” 

Commodore Schley then recites incidents of the re- 
turn to St. John’s. Records were deposited in the 
Nares cairn for Commander Coffin informing him of 
the result of the expedition, and ordering him to 
Upernavik or Diseo, where the Thetis and Bear were 
to await his arrival. The return trip was made 
amid much danger, the ships often being much 
exposed and encountering heavy floes of ice 
Ata point near Wolstenholme Island the rescuing 
party fell in with the Dundee whalers and announced 
to most of them the news of the rescue of Lieut. 
Greely and six ot the Lady Franklin Bay expedition 
This was done in order that they might not continue or 
into the dangers of smith’s Sound or be led further 
north, if they had so intended, in view of the rewarc 
offered by Congress for the rescue of the Greely party 

Commander Schley continues: “ From the time oi! 
entering, May 19, until we left the ice there was not 4 
moment when the ships were out of danger. The most 
unceasing v e mrs ny was necessary to prevent damage 
ortotake advantage of opening leads to advance, 
Much of my time, as well as that of the energetic com- 
manders of the other ships, was spent in the Crow’s 
Nest. In pony instances we passed 16 to 20 hours in 
them on the lookout or in navigating leads. The 
anxiety and great responsibility of this period cannot 
be understood properly without experience in these 
dangerous regions. Often the labor would almost 
break us down, but it was never forgotten that Greely 
and his party were in peril.” 

Referring to the cost of the expedition, Commodore 
Schley says the total expense will aggregate about 
#750,000. A considerable portion of this sum was for 
the pavehene of the ships which were returned in goo¢ 
condition. Their value, together with that of the re. 
turned stores and outfits in all departments, when dis- 

osed of either by sale or transfer tothe general sery- 
ce, will greatly reduce this amount.

HAZEN ATTACKS GARLINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—In the course ot 
his annual report Gen. Hazen, the Chief Signal 
Officer, says, referring to the departure of the 
Yantic, after the loss of the Proteus, from Lit- 
tleton Island without leaving provisions, that 
this abandonment of Lieut. Greely and his party 
to probable starvation by officers whose only 
mission in those waters was to succor them dis- 
played a lamentable disregard of grave respon- 
sibilities. He holds that if Lieut. Garlington had 
insisted upon leaving rations from the Yantic, 
orif another relief vessel bad been sent from 
St. John’s as he says he himself urged, loss 


of life and disaster would have been averted. 
Gen. Hazen says Lieut. Greely carried out his 
instructions literally and the Signa! Bureau car- 
ried out the prearranged plan. He continues, 
after referring to Lieut. Greely’s retreat to Cape 
Sabine, and to the success of the relief expedition 
under Commrnder Schley, as follows: ** Upto 
the return of the expedition this year, I had 
hoped there would be no occasion for raising the 

uestion of blame at this or any future time, 

ut new light bas been cast upon the subject 
and with it my duty becomes plain, and 
the truth of history and justice to all. 
calls for such _ impartial injuiry and 
authoritative judgment as a tribunal broad 
enough to embrace the whole question shall in- 
stitute and pronounce, and the Congress of the 
United States i; manifestly such a tribunal. 
* * * | therefore trust that this whole matter 
of the Lady Franklin Bay expedition and the ex- 
peditions organized for its relief will be deemed 
worthy of a thorough investigation by Con- 
gress.’’ Gen. Hazen regards the Greely expedition 
as ‘‘among the foremost of its kind,” and insists 
that “both Lieut. Greely in the arctic, and the 
Signal Bureau in Washington, carried out their 
part of the prearranged plans of rescue litera ‘ly 
and successfully in every particular. He refers 
to the tailure of Lieut. Garlington to replace the 
spoiled provisions at Cape Sabine. and quotes 
from a letter by Lieut. Greely to him April 30, 
supposing himself at the paint of death, as fol- 
lows: ** Had Lieut. Garlington carried out your 
orders and replaced the 240 rations of rum and 
120 alcohol in English cache here, and the 210 
pounds mouldy English bread, spoiled English 
chocolate and potatoes, melted sugar, and the 
210 pounds of rotten dog biscuit, we would with- 
out doubt be saved.” Gen. Hazen says Garling- 
ton should have left two-thirds of the storey 
rescued from the Proteus at Cape Sabine.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The New-Jersey Central Railroad station 
at Easton, Penn., together with the telegraph 
and ticket offices, James McGrath’s news agency, 
and George Hummel’s restaurant, all in the same 
building, was destroyed by fire yesterday after- 
noon. The freight depot on the opposite side of 
the track also caught fire, but was not badly 
damaged.

STETSON’S SUCCESSFUL 

CHANGE OF METHOD. 
WE CONCLUDES TO MAKE MONEY THIS YEAR 
—BUILDING UP A HOUSE-—-THE MANIA 

FOR FUNNY PLAYS—GOSSIP. 

mr. Henry Irving pays Mr. Jobn Stetsona 
rental of $3,000 a week for the Globe Theatre, 
Boston, where he is playing at present. Mr. 
Stetson appears to be on the safe side this season. 
Last year he took pretty long chances on theat- 
aval investments and lost some money. His 
management of the Fifth-Avenue Theatre dur- 
ing that time is saia to have cost him close to 
$20,000. But he made a great deal more than 
that out of the Boston Globe Theatre, which is 
said to be in all respects the best appointed place 
of amusement in America, and his ** Monte Cristo” 
tour was also profitable.’ This season he seems 
determined to come out a very considerable win- 
ner. His Boston theatre will always take care of 
itself. It is one of the most popular resorts in 
the country, and it isso large that one week of 


full houses easily pays for four weeks of 
light receipts. But the Fifth-Avenue Theatre 
requires close and careful management. The 
rent of the building is very heavy, and the other 
expenses are so large that a great deal of money 
may be lost in an incredibly short space of time. 
The bulk of Mr. Stetson’s contracts with the 
various combinations booked at this house dur- 
ing the coming season contain clauses which 
compe! the managers to guarantee him against 
loss. In most cases he takes from 50 to 60 per 
cent. of the gross receipts, and exacts the con- 
dition that his share of the money received at 
the box oflice shal! not be Jess than 32,000. Thus, 
if a company playing on the 50 per cent. basis 
draws only $1,000 during the week, the managers 
are compelled to pay Mr. Stetson another amount 
equal to that sum out of their own 
purses. Tbat companies are glad to se- 
cure openings in good New-York thea- 
tres even on such rigid terms as 
these is apparent from the fact that Mr. Stetson 
has filled al! his time at the Fifth-Avenue, and is 
in receipt of applications for many dates over 
and above the capacity of his season. Ail this, 
however, is aside from the topic which prompted 
this paragraph. Mr. Irving, paying for the Bos- 
ton Globe one of the stiffest rentals ever exacted 
for a theatre, opened to the lightest audience in 
that city on Monday night. Minnie Palmer was 
met by an overtiowing auditorium at the Mu- 
seum, and ** May Blossom” drew a great many 
more people than the limits of the Park Theatre 
could accommodate. Mr. Irving’s house was 
not full. Last year he did an immense business 
in Boston, and he was led to hire the Globe The- 
atre this season by Mr. Stetson’s refusal to give 
up alarger share of the receipts than was ac- 
corded the star upon the oceasion of his pre- 
vious engagement.

What can be accomplished by a well-known 
company in the way of building up the standing 
of a comparatively unknown theatre is being 
quite plainly shown at the present time in con- 
nection with the Wallack company and the Peo- 


ple’s Theatre on the Bowery. The first-night 
audience at the house mentioned showed an al- 
together surprising gathering, considering the 
part of the town in which the assemblage came 
together. The People’s Theatre has hitherto 
been rather largely addicted to the presentation 
of dramatic compositions of that order which 
imparts a decidedly autumnal sensation to the 
blocd. The general run of patrons stimulated 
by this description of plays (which has included 
the ** Black Flag,” the “ Stranglers of Paris,” 
and similarly harrowing contributions to the 
drama of the day) has been of a highly east side 
quality. But on Monday I saw in the or- 
chestra a number of Wali-street brokers, 
at least a dozen high-collared and swallow-tail- 
coated young men from the vicinity of the 
trunswick, anda great many other personages 
who looked as though they were making their 
first appearance in a theatre on the Bowery. It 
is this circumstance which seems to establish the 
conclusion that a company like Mr. Wallack’s 
has a clientele of its own which 1s bound to fol- 
low wherever it may lead. Mr. Minvr's theatre 
has hitherto been successful in a monetary sense 
beyond the anticipations of anybody connected 
with the house, but it has this week for the first 
time come into connection with auditors the 
bulk of whom live west of Fourth-avenue and 
ubove Twenty-third-street.

One of the points most emphatically made 
clear in connection with the old Windsor Thea- 
tre was that the greatest business could be done 
down town by the engagement of exclusive up- 
town attractions. The turgid pieces which were 


strongly reminiscent of the old Bowery Theatre 
drew well enough, but ** Rosedale,”’ with Lester 
Wallack, or “* Hazel Kirke,” with the original 
cast, would be depended upon for the greatest 
receipts, because they not only drew from the 
swarming precincts of the eastern division, but 
attracted large crowds trom the more 
aristocratic portions of the city. Mr. Stevens 
and Mr. Murtha used to most carefully 
wlace two or three such entertainments upon 
their stage during the season, not merely for the 
immediate returns they brought, but with the 
view of elevating the standing of their theatre. 
Mr. Miner appears now to have embarked upon 
the same line of operations, and the immediate 
effect must be highly gratifying to a manager 
who has worked himself up from the contro! of 
a not particularly exalted order of variety show 
to the management of two fine dramatic combi- 
nations and three separate theatres. 
* 

New-York scems to be anything but alone in 
the general stampede which has broken out for 
funny plays. There seems to be no end to the 
new enterprises which are starting up in all di- 
rections with the purpose of devotion to 
the cause of laughter. Every unemployed man- 
aver is making fresh material of the horse-play 
order, and a good many other managers who are 
busied in various directions are turning their 
leisure time to funny productions, The best of 
the oid materiai in this line seem to have becun 
new icases of life. The “ Bunch of Keys,” for 
instance, is said upon the best of authority to 
bave drewn the unprecedented receipts 
of $11,000 in a single week in St. Louis, 
This is the city which does not or- 
dinarily enrich the traveling manager 
to a degree that Jeaves him with an impression 

tf boundless wealth. The success of this sketch 
has, in fact, been clear away from the ordinary 
run of such things. It has madearich man of Mr. 
Frank Sanger, and has steadily filled the largest 
theatres in the country. Mr. Augustus Pitou 
stirred by the general movement toward farcica 
comedy, has purchased asketch called “Off to 
Egypt,’ and willshortly start it out upon the 
road with a company containing Marion Elmore, 
Emmie Wilmot, Marie Bates, Will S. Rising, and 
a number of other performers who are more or 
less known. Among the properties to be em- 
ployed in the presentation of this piece 
are 12 donkeys, which have been gathered 
from various points of the compass. Mr. 
Vitou, since he retired from the post,ot chier of 
Mr. Stetson’s large and variegated staff of man- 
agers, has been fortunate in a number of per- 
sonal investments. He began by hiring Mr. An- 
tonius Pastor’s theatre for a period of six or 
seven weeks between the ending of the Spring 
season and the beginning of the Autumn term, 
during which period he has cleared something 
more than $5,000 by subletting the house to a 
number of attractions eager for a New-York 
opening. This speculation was followed 
by the closmg of an engagement for 
a omumber of years between Mr. Pitou 
and Mr. W. J. Seanlan, who has hitherto 
gone about the country in a desolate but highly 
Celtic melodrama without any great degree of 
profit. Mr. Pitou’s run of good fortune, how- 
ever, seems to have imparted itself to Mr. Scan- 
lan, who has made money ever since the contract 
was signed. It may be said, in passing, that Mr. 
Scunlan is the same person who has been widely 
aecused of having composed an alleged song 
called * Peek-a-boo,” which hus occasioned ex- 
tensive woe among the parvntally disposed pop- 
ulace of this country. 
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Mr. Anson Pond, who wrote ** Her Atonement,” 
and who has already reaped large profits from 
that achievement, bas just finished a new play 
of the meiodramutic order, which will be shortly 
tried with a view to discovering and eradicating 
any possible imperfections before it comes to 
be given to the New-York public.

A GERMAN FORGER CAPTURED. 


FOUND DOING BUSINESS IN THIS CITY UNDER 
AN ASSUMED NAME. 

In a suit begun by Solomon & Dulon, at- 
torneys for the German Consul! in this city, on 
behalf of Herman Bertram, of Dantzic, Germany, 
against Joseph Moses Bebrendt, Judge Van 
Brunt has granted an attachment against the 
property of J. Barnet, manufacturer of lace and 
other goods at No. 39 Bond-street. Barnet is 
alleged to be the Joseph Moses Behrendt, who 


fied from Marienburg, Germany, as a fraudulent 
bankrupt and forger, in October, 1888. After 
Behrenot left Marienburg Otto Beckert, who 
was appointed Administrator of his estate, dis- 
covered that he had secreted poy to de- 
fraud! his creditors, had forged a bill of ex- 
change, had kept false accounts, and embezzled 
money. To Herman Bertram the fugitive owes 
$39,360. Itisfor this sum that the present suit 
has been begun. The aggregate of the claims 
against him is 800,000 marks, or about $130,000. 
The arrest of Behrendt was ordered hy a court 
at Marienburg on Aug. 13 last. On Monday 
the German Consul received a cablegram 
from the German Foreign Office, directing him 
to procure the arrest here of one Barnet, doing 
business at No. 39 Bond-street, and giving him 
the names of persons who would identify Bar- 
net as the fugitive Behrendt. The witnesses 
named in the cablegram—George Herrnstadt, of 
No. 44 Mercer-street, and Philip Bertling, of No. 
266 Avenue A—were taken to see Barnet, and 
they identified him as Behrendt. On affidavits 
setting forth these circumstances, and the aver- 
ment that Barnet’s partner here, one Sandmann, 
had no real monetary interest in the goods in 
the store, the attachment was issued. Behrendt 
was in the grain business in Marienburg.

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THE CITIZENS’ CAMPAIGN. 


HOW THE CANVASS FOR THE ELECTION OF 
MR. GRACE WILL BE CONDUCTED. 

The Citizens’ Committee, which first 
named Mr. Grace for Mayor, has already entered 
upon a most active campaign in his behalf, and 
propose to put him once more in the Mayor's 
chair, if hard work can do it. Meadquarters, light- 
ed, warmed, and furnished, have been given the 
committee at No. 859 Broadway by a prominent 


business man interested in the cause of honest 
municipal Government. A number of young 
men’s Grace clubs are already being organized 
in the Seventh, Thirteenth, Twenty-first, and 
Twenty-third Assembly Districts, the members 
of which are under 30 years of age. Every As- 
sembly district in the city will be promptly and 
thorou yg oe and a house-to-house can- 
vass will made by election districts. The 
committee will depend upon neither pictures nor 
advertising for the success of their can- 
didate. They believe that Mr. Grace's 
record as Mayor furnishes sufficient rea- 
son for asking for him the support of 
every citizen who wants the affairs of the 
city conducted in a businesslike manner. Mr. 
Grace’s record as a foe to thievish cor- 
Porations will be recalled. Citizens will be 
reminded of his two years’ fignt against the 
elevated railroad tax steals and his successful 
etforts in defeating legislation which would have 
remitted over $2,000,000 of the elevated railroad 
taxes. Attention will be called to his sturdy 
opposition to the general surface railway acts 
introduced to the Legisiature during his term of 
office, the passage of which would have given 
away the most valuable street railroad fran- 
chises in the city without one cent of immediate 
or future compensation, It was Mr. Grace who 
called the attention of the Legislature and Gov. 
Cornell to the fact that in one instance a million 
and in another a million and a half of dollars had 
been offered for the franchise of a street railroad 
in sewer.

It was largely through his 
efforts that the agency in this city of the infa- 
mous Louisiana Lottery wasclosed, though in this 
case, as in that of the pool sellers, the police 
shielded the evildoers. e urged the pemage of 
the Street-cleaning bill, and did his best to re- 
move from office Police Commissioners Nichols, 
French, and Mason. He made personal in- 
spections of the tenement ouses and 
co-operated with the Board of Health 
in vento | sanitary legislation. During 
his administration the city taxes were reduced 
to the lowest point in 10 years, and he was ex- 
tremely watchful of all classes of expenditures. 
The objectional Aqueduct bill before the Legis- 
lature during his term as Mayor was defeated 
mainly by his efforts. All these facts will be 

laced clearly before voters by the Citizens’ 

ommittee in what they propose shall beu plain, 
businesslike manner.

THE FIRE ON THE AMERIQUE. 

The fire on the Transatlantic Company’s 
steamer Amérique yesterday morning was 
extinguished by soaking the cotton bales 
which were on fire on the steerage deck 
under the quarters of the second class pas- 
sengers. Little damage was done to the vessel. 
Some woodwork was chopped away by the fire- 
men under the direction of Chief Oscar O’Shay, 


to permit streams from the land engines and the 
Zophar Mills to reach the cotton, and about 30 
bunks in the steerage were charred or destroyed. 
When the flames were extinguished orders were 
given to take out the cargo in the compartment 
of the steerage deck in which the fire, which was 
probably taken on board in a bale of cotton, 
broke out. Two hundred bales of cotton and 
one hundred and seventy-five bags of ground 
uercitron bark from the J. H. Bryant Manu- 
acturing Company, of Pittsburg, were put 
on the dock. The bark and 150 bales of cot- 
ton were only injured by water. Fifty bales of 
cotton more or less burned were put on “ the 
farm” outside the dock. ‘I'he losses are: On the

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKET. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were less active to-day, with smaller variations in 
prices. Provisions and Wheat averaged stronger, 
while Corn was uncertain, and other markets slow, ex- 
cept Oats.

The Signal Service Burcau report tndt- 
pates for to-day, in this region, local 
rains and partly cloudy weather, decidedly 
colder northwesterly winds. 


That a warrant should be out for the 
arrest of two mail agents of the United 
States for fraudulent voting in Ohio is by 
no means remarkable. Whether the two 
men accused of voting in Youngstown, 
when their were across the 
Pennsylvania border, are guilty or not, it 
is notorious that there was employed in 
Ohio every agency that the Blaine man- 
agers could bring to bear, whether within 
or without the letter of the law. The 
voting of non-residents is no more fraud- 
ulent than the practices in which Com- 
missioner DUDLEY engaged, and 
which he is now repeating in Indiana. 
But it must be humiliating to the Blaine 
men to think that the trifling plurality 
which they secured did not equal the 
‘number of dishonest votes that they 
paused to be cast. 
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Gov. HoapuLy yesterday held a confer- 
ence with the leaders of the Democratic 
Party in Ohio to arrange for the vigorous 
prosecution of the canvass for the Electoral 
ticket. It is felt by the Democratic man- 
agers that the extraordinary tactics of the 
October campaign on the part of the Blaine 
men cannot be repeated, and that apart 
from this fact, there were many influences 
at work in the State election which will 
not operate in November. In previous 
Presidential years the issues presented in 
October were the same as those presented 
in November. This year the most im- 
portant issue of all, that of the character 
of the Presidential candidates, will be of 
much more prominence in November than 
it was in October. The chance of se- 
curing Ohio for Mr. CLEVELAND is cer- 
tainly well worth working for. 

Among the many petty and contempti- 
ble ways of wringing contributions from 
the Government clerks to help in the 
hopeless effort to elect a corruptionist and 
an enemy of a reformed public service to 
the office of President is that of charging 
each member of a State association in 
Washington $6 for the privilege of going 
home at a reduced rate of fare for the pur- 
pose of voting, and of requiring him to 
pay his next year’s dues now. There 
could be no more infamous violation 
of the spirit and purpose of the civil serv- 
ice law than has been systematically 
committed throughout the canvass by 
officeholders in the interest of Mr. BLarnr, 
A direct issue of no small import might 
be made on the right of the people to act 
in a political canvass without having the 
whole force of the exisNng administra- 
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tion of the Government thrown into the 
scale in favor of one party. 
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Commander SCHLEY, in his report, fives 
a graphic account of the expedition for 
the rescue of Lieut. GREELY and his party, 
but adds little to the information hereto- 
fore made public. There is an admission 
that the fleshy portions of six of the bodies 
recovered had been removed more or less 
completely. This is the only reference 
to the evidence that the survivors were 
driven to the extremity of sustaining 
life by eating of the flesh of their 
dead comrades. Gen. HAZEN in his re- 
port takes occasion once more to throw 
the responsibility of the failure of the ex- 
pedition of 1883 upon Lieut. GARLINGTON, 
and quotes a letter written by GREELY at 
a time when he knew nothing of the 
merits of the case as if it were valuable 
evidence on his side. He does not in the 
least controvert the statement that Gar- 
LINGTON followed his instructions, which 
were in conflict with GREELY’s own direc- 


tions. 
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Those who desire to aid in the work of se- 
curing an intelligent verdict on the merits 
of Mr. BLAINE as a Presidential candidate 
can do so in no better way than by con- 
tributing to the funds of the Independent 
Republican Committee.

THE MAN FOR THE TIME. 


The more the career of Gov. CLEVELAND 
is examined the more plain it becomes 
that he is worthy of the confidence of 
those who seek the elevation of the polit- 
ical life of the Republic. The country 
has suffered sorely in reputation, in 
material prosperity, and in its moral 
character by the insidious but rapid and 
wide growth of mercenary politics. The 
Republican Party, which was the off- 
spring of a deep moral sentiment, has, by 
circumstances that were perhaps in- 
evitable, been subjected to this cor- 
ruption. It has become, so far ms 
respects its official representatives, largely 
what the Democratic Party was previous 
to 1860, and it now needs what the Demo- 
cratic Party then needed—a purification 
by the awakening of the conscience of its 
members, stirred by the presentation of a 
living principle. The pursuit of office for 
the sake of office, the greed and lust for 
place and profit, have created among its 
managers a guild of politics, exclusive, 
grasping, and despotic, and this guild, sup- 
ported on the contributions of those who 
get gain from politics, has demoralized 
the party till its lowest depth is reached 
in the desperate use of party power and 
influence to elect a thoroughly disreputa- 
ble candidate. 

The Democratic Party has by no means 
escaped this process of corruption. In 
many places where it has been in power, 
and notably in the city of New-York, we 
have seen the evil effects. The party has 
been to a great extent a mere organiza- 
tion for the procurement of public plun- 
der, and for this reason it has for many 
years not only been unable to command 
the confidence of those who feared the 
tendencies of the leaders of the Repub- 
lican Party, but it has been incapable 
of doing the work of an active and 
efficient opposition. But this campaign 
gives strong proof that the party has to a 
degree overcome the bad influences that 
hampered it. It has done so suffi- 
ciently, at all events, to present to the 
suffrage of the Nation a candidate whose 
character is the strongest possible safe- 
guard against the corrupting tendencies 
of the politics of the day. Gov. CLEVE- 
LAND has given indisputable proofs that 
he is independent of partisan tyran- 
ny, and that there is not in party 
rule any power that can _ disturb 
or weaken his devotion to the high- 
est interests of the people. He owes his 
advancement in public life wholly to this 
quality. Each promotion that has come 
to him has come from this source. The 
positions to which he has been elected 
have not been partisan rewards; they 
have been trusts, for which he has been 
selected because it was known that he 
would be true to their requirements. He 
has been true. No man can say that he 
hasever been able to persuade the Gov- 
ernor to put party or personal interest be- 
fore the demands of duty to the public. 

This is no small security for the people 
of the country to possess. It is another 
proof of the certainty with which the re- 
publican principle works, of the depend- 
ence which can be placed upon a free peo- 
ple, under an orderly government, to pro- 
duce in each supreme exigency the man 
who is required to meet it. The rise of 
Gov. CLEVELAND has been like that of 
WASHINGTON, of LINCOLN, of GRANT, the 
result of the silent but potent and benefi- 
cent forces which free government sets at 
work. He is to-day, as these others were, 
each in his turn, the instrument which a 
free people finds in its midst supremely 
fitted for the task which the Nation sees 
before it. 


THE MACHINE TICKET. 

The ticket of the so-called Republican 
County Convention of last night indicates 
plainly the triumph of the Johnny 
O’Brien machine over the counsels of 
President ARTHUR and his friends in this 
city. It is weak, or worse than weak, 
from beginning to end, and can be in- 
tended for no purpose but to form the 
basis of a corrupt trade in votes with JOHN 
KeL_y. It means a combined effort 
of that worthy and Jonun J. O'BRIEN 
to elect Hucu J. Grant Mayor of this 
city, as the instrument for dispensing 
patronage and jobbery at the bidding of 
the Tammany and Republican machine 
bosses. Everything else on both sides is 
likely to be regarded as of subordinate im- 
portance to that, Very likely the bargain 
will include an arrangement for electing 
CHARLIE SPENCER for District Attorney, 
as he is a man whom the machine may be 
really anxious to take care of, and is a 
favorite with the criminal classes. 

Whether the bargain of which this 


ticket is a part implies that Tammany 
‘ 
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does not intend to keep faith with the | 
party in support of CLEVELAND depends 
wholly on whether anything is to be made 
in the local contest by selling him out. 
That seems unlikely, and it is not 
altogether certain that O'BRIEN and 
his followers care a rap about 
the Electoral ticket anyway. Ap-: 
parently, Tammany and the O’Brien. 
machine are simply bent upon divid- 
ing the local spoils. The action of last 
night was not taken without a protest 
from the ranks of the organization itself. 
It was openly denounced by GrorGE 
Buss, the friend of ARTHUR, and the 
Eleventh District delegation left the con- 
vention. The Third and Twenty-first also 
showed a vigorous opposition. The result 
is a split in the machine itself. 


There is clearly no course left for hon- 
est citizeus, Democrats and Republicans, 
who are opposed to machine rule and the 
plunder of the city by a corrupt combina- 
tion of politicians but tosupport the ticket 
headed by Mr. Grace. It is, as a whole 
and in its individual candidates, vastly 
superior to either of the others in 
the field. Its election will mean 
honest government in the interest 
of the people. Its defeat will mean 
corruption and plunder such as the city 
has not been subject to since the downfall 
of the Tweed Ring. The issue is plain: 
Honest Democrats and Republicans against 
Tammany and the O’Brien machine; hon- 
est municipal government against a car- 
nival of spoils. It is perhaps well to have 
this issue made and fought out.

A SPEAKER'S ** INVESTMENTS.” 


Among the railway securities in which 
BLAINE became interested while holding 
the office of Speaker of the House were 
those of the Iowa Falls and Sioux City 
Company. This was a land grant com- 
pany, whose grant had been secured in a 
way similar to that in which the Little 
Rock and Fort Smith grant was obtained. 
In 1873 the Crédit Mobilier Committee was 
instructed to inquire whether any member 
of the House had been interested in the 
construction, contracts, the stock, bonds, 
or subsidy of this road. 

OakKEs AMES testified that he understood 
that BLAINE was interested in a subscrip- 
tion to the stock known as the Coburn 
subscription. ‘‘I think,” said he, “ that 
Mr. BLAINE had some friend in Maine by 
the name of COBURN who advanced money 
for his subscription which he made, and 
they divided the profits, and he paid in- 
terest on the investment. I understood 
at the time that the CopurNs, of Skowhe- 
gan, were very wealthy men and offered 
to advance the money to Mr. BLatne for 
anything he thought was a good opera- 
tion.” Congressman STEVENSON testified 
that Ames had told him that in the 
ease of this road there was a con- 
struction company—a Crédit Mobilier— 
similar to the one by which the 
Union Pacific was built. BLAINE himself 
testified on Jan. 28, 1873, that the COBURNS 
took $200,000 of the stock. ‘ Last Jan- 
uary, a year ago,” said he, ‘‘ having large 
business connections with the Messrs. 
COBURN in various matters, I had a gen- 
eral settlement with them, and in that 
settlement I took a portion of this stock 
at about 60 cents on the dollar, which I 
paidin cash. That was the beginning of 
my ownership in the Iowa Falls and Sioux 
City Railroad. Ihold that stock to-day, 
and it is in my name on the books of the 
company. My interest is 576 shares, 
worth about 60, which came into my 
possession the 3d of January, 1872.” 

This so-called investment in the securi- 
ties of a land grant road by the Speaker 
of the House may deserve further atten- 
tion hereafter. At present we wish to 
point out that if BLarne told the truth 
about the purchase from the CoBURNs he 
did not tell the truth about his financial 
condition in his letters to FisHerR. It will 
be noticed that, according to his testimony 
quoted above, it was not difficult for him 
on Jan. 3. 1872, to raise $34,000 in cash 
and pay it to the CospuRNs for 576 shares 
of Iowa Falls and Sioux City stock, and 
that he was not forced by the exhaustion 
of other resources to sell or hypothecate 
this stock in the twelve months following 
that date. He testified that on Jan. 28, 
1873, he was still holding the entire 
amount, : 

Eight months before that alleged pur- 
chase of stock for $34,000 in cash BLAINE 
wrote to CALDWELL that it would ‘ crush” 
him to pay a note for $2,578, because he 
had ‘no possible means” with which to 
meet it. Three months before that alleged 
purchase he assured FISHER that he was 
embarrassed ‘‘ beyond all imagination,” 
pressed and hampered so that he did not 
“know which way to turn for relief,” 
and ‘laboring under the most fearful 
embarrassments, personally and pecun- 
iarily.” Two months before the alleged 
purchase he appealed to CALDWELL to 
relieve him from ‘‘very pressing and 
painful embarrassment.” Three months 
after the alleged purchase he wrote to 
FISHER: ‘‘I am not prepared to pay any 
money just now in any direction, being 
so cramped and pressed that I am abso- 
lutely unable to do so.” He was “‘ hopeless 
and helpless.” Eight days later he asked 
FISHER to believe that ‘* my losses in the 

‘ort Smith affair have entirely crippled 
me and deranged my finances.” He could 
not procure for FISHER a letter of credit 
for $10,000, although he then owed him 
much more than that. 

Yet it had been easy for him to raise 
$34,000 with which to buy the Iowa Falls 
and Sioux City stock, and if his testi- 
mony was true this stock was in his 
hands and available for sale during this 
period of his terrible financial embarrass- 
ment and poverty. Italso appears, if his 
testimony is to be trusted, that he had 
bought $21,000 of Iowa Falls and Sioux 
City bonds, paying 80 cents on the dollar 
forthem. An examination of BLAINE’s 
letters and speeches with reference 
to the Little Rock securities and other 
matters shows that it is not necessary to 
assume that he told the truth either in the 
letters describing his embarrassment or in 
his testimony concerning his purchase of 
the Iowa Falls and Sioux City securities. 
How did he get them, and with what did 
he pay for them? If he was taken into 
that Crédit Mobilier enterprise ‘‘ on the 
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dow, for what reason did the Speaker of 
the House receive such, marks of distin- 
guished consideration ? 


PROMISCUOUS EATING. 


Englishmen are just.now busily writing 
letters to the leading London papers de- 
nouncing the table d’héte system on 
board the Atlantic steamers, and insisting 
that it shall be superseded by the restau- 
rant system. 

The day is coming’ when men: will look 
back in wonder at the dark age of dining, 
when travelers by sea or land were com- 
pelled to eat together and at specified hours. 
They will think it almost incredible that 
two hundred passengers on board a steam- 
ship should ever have been compelled to 
eat at the same hour and _ in the presence 
of one another, and that this tyrannical 
and indecent rule was, on the whole, re- 
garded with satisfaction by the majority 
of travelers. 

The habit of promiscuous dining is a 
relic of the days of cannibalism. It has 
always been the habit of cannibals to roast 
their missionaries or other edible human 
beings whole. In the scarcity of meat, 
which seems an inevitable condition of 
barbarism, no cannibal was willing to per- 
mit his neighbor to cut a private slice of 
meat, or to eat.it by himself. When there 
was roast man for dinner every hungry 
cannibal came to the table at a specified 
hour and ate his share with one eye 
constantly fixed on his companions to 
see that they did not obtain more meat 
than they were entitled to. The table 
WVhéte system thus adopted was preserved 
after nations abandoned cannibalism and 
became comparatively civilized, but its 
continued existence is utterly indefensi- 
ble. There is no possible reason why a 
steamship passenger‘should be forced to 
eat in the presence of a hundred or more 
fellow-passengers or go hungry. The 
steamship conypany might, with equal 
propriety, insist that all male passengers 
should assemble in the saloon at a fixed 
hour and then and there’shave themselves, 
or that all passengers, without distinction 
of sex or previous condition of decency, 
should publicly brush their teeth in the 
presence of the-Captain and of one anoth- 
er at precisely 8-o’clock A. M. 

‘ating is a purely physiological process. 
While two or three intimate friends or 
the members of a single family may eat 
together without any violation of decency, 
nothing ought to be more shocking to the 
well-regulated mind than the act of eat- 
ing in company with a crowd of miscel- 
laneous strangers. Itis not merely that 
the methods of eating to which some of 
the scores of passengers on board a steamer 
are addicted are sure to shock a sensitive 
stomach,.and to destroy its desire for 
food, but the very idea of promiscuous 
dining is revolting to a man of refined 
tastes. He does not wish to expose to the 
rude public gaze his personal likes and 
dislikes in regard to food, and he does not 
wish to have the dietetic confidences of 
strangers thrust upon him. Eating is as 
necessary as bathing, and, like the latter, 
when judiciously managed, may be made 
a luxury; but to bathe in a common tank 
with a clamorous crowd of unknown peo- 
ple would be almost as objectionable as 
to sit down at dinner on board the Aurania 
with four hundred passengers—to which 
latter horror one of the letter-writing 
Englishmen already referred to was re- 
cently subjected. 


Not only should the steamship passen- 
ger be allowed to eat by himself, but he 
should have the right to choose his own 
hours for eating. What right has asteam- 
ship company to say that a man must 
breakfast at 8 o’clock or not at all? Who 
made the Captain and the steward a ruler 
over the stomachs of his fellow-men, 
with authority to say when the stomachs 
under his control shall be filled and 
when they shall be empty? One man 
may want to dine at noon and 
another at 6 o'clock. Is it right 
that the first should be made to go 
hungry and faint until evening, or that 
the latter should have his stomach insult- 
ed with a midday dinner? If a steamship 
company can compel its passengers to eat 
at a fixed hour it can with equal proprie- 
ty compel them to smoke at a fixed hour. 
We can fancy the indignation of a com- 
pany of passengers who should find them- 
selves summoned by a bell to smoke at 9 
o'clock A. M., and should be informed that 
those who refused to smoke at that hour 
would not be permitted to smoke until 1 
o’clock, or whatever the next smoking 
hour might be. 

There are undoubtedly men to whom 
the table d’héte is attractive. They like 
its noise and smell. The clatter of hun- 
dreds of knives and forks and the com- 
bined smell of fifty dishes is grateful to 
them. The rush of ascore of busy stew- 
ards inspirits them, and the spilling of 
gravy on the shoulders of other people 
tickles their sense of humor. They like to 
study the plates of their neighbors and see 
what they are eating, and they think it an 
advantage to have people seated in their 
immediate neighborhood to whom they 
can address requests to ‘‘pars the beans” 
or to ‘‘ gimme those molasses,” The spirit 
of social cannibalism still exists in these 
curious men and women, but why should 
their tastes be gratified at the expense of 
decent people ? 

Slowly but surely the table d’héte sys- 
tem is disappearing. It will linger for a 
time and, like the custom of compelling 
two entire strangers toshare the same bed, 
will be popular in Oshkosh and Sheboygan 
perhaps for fifty years to come. Still it is 
doomed, and it will not be long before the 
demand that steamship passengers shall 
be allowed to eat when they choose, and 
shall be entitled to a decent degree of 
privacy while so engaged, will be univers- 
ally accepted, and the ocean table d’héte 
will disappear forever. 


It is not clear why “sporting dogs’ 
should be excluded from a dog show, unless to 
show that a creditable and interesting exhibition 
can be made without them. The Westminster 
Kennel Club will not succeed in persuading man- 
kind that pointers and setters are not eligible to 
the very best canine society, or that the same 
taint of disrepute atiaches to a sporting dog and 
to a sporting man. If thespirit of caste is al- 
lowed to prevail in dog shows at all it should 
rather be directed upon the bulldog, whois in the 
badj sense of the term a sporting dog. or else 
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Upen the Bengal tigers in disguise which are 
laid in as weaponsof detense by timid keepers 
of lager beer saloons. That dog ‘shows have a 
great moral mission is sufficiently shown by the 
coincidence between the institution of dog 
shows and the decline of that loathsome beast, 
the Spitz. By catering to popular prejudice the 
founders of dog shows might have encouraged 
the breeding of Spitzes, but they nobly declined 
and the Spitz 1s now generaily recognized as no 
better than a cur. Pointers and setters, how- 
ever, will thrive and muitiply, whether the in- 
fant industry of multiplying them is or is not 
fostered by the offer of prizes.

MME. PATTI NOT COMING. 

Rumors were current yesterday that 
news had been received by the Directors of the 
Academy of Music to the effect that Mme. Patti 
would not appear in this city as announced and 
intended. Investigation showed that these 
rumors were, unfortunately, founded upon fact. 
It will be remembered that the Directors of the 
Academy agreed to pay to Mr. Mapleson a sub- 
sidy of about $790 for each and every perfor- 
mance during the season in which Mmes. Patti 
and Nilsson should take part, the payments 
to be made to the manager weekly. Mr. 
Mapleson appeared to accept the situa- 
tion, but he lately telegraphed for 
funds—$16,000 being the amount named— 
wherewith to complete the deposit needed to se- 
cure Mme. Patti. This amount was, of course, 
to be repaid when the ge & making up the 
subsidy should come due. lively debate be- 
tween Mr. Mapleson’s friends in the board fol- 
lowed, and at one time it looked as though a few 
of the impresario’s admirers would join hands 
and subscribe thesum required. It is understooa, 
however, that one of the opponents of this ac- 
tion urged that if the $16,000 asked for were sent 
to Europe they would only meet Mme. Patti’s 
exactions for three representations, and, 
after these had occurred, it was feared 
that the  stockholaers would have _ to 
come forward once more under penalty 
of silencing the songbird. The result of this 
view of the matter was a cable dispatch to Mr. 
Mapleson setting forth that the money request- 
ed could not be forwarded. Yesterday Mr. Ma- 
pleson telegraphed to Mr. Augustus L. Brown 
that Mme. Patti had notified him to remove her 
name from the prospectus of the season.

OPERA AT THE STAR. 

The representation of “Il Trovatore” by 
the Cambiaggio-Sieni troupe which was given 
at the Star Theatre yesterday evening was char- 
acterized by the same excellences recorded when 
reference was made in this place to the previous 
night's performance of “ Aida.” Verdi's best 
known and most popular opera Was 
sung very smoothly and in a_ very 
impressive manner by half a dozen artists 
who may not rank,in point of gifts and skill, 
with the foremost singers of the age, but who 
have resonant voices, abundant stage experience, 
and the ease and authority that come of famil- 
iarity «with each other, acquired during 
one or more seasons’ work. The laurels 
of the occasion were as fairly divided be- 
tween the principal performers as they should be 
inan entertainment the chief merit of which 
was its well-balanced effectiveness, but the 
tenor part in “Il Trovatore’ is so impor- 
tant, and Signor Giannini, who _ sustained 
it last evening, is so admirably equipped 
in respect of voice that Manrico, in 
theJ absence of an extraordinary Leonora, 
could hardly fail to bear off the larger share of 
the honors of tre representation. We do not recall 
a more straightforward, vigorous, or effective 


portrayal of the hero of the much-involved 
story to which Verdi has wedded some of his 
most spontaneous, glowing, and impassioned 
music. Signor Giannini has an even and pow- 
erful voice, which appears quite proof against 
the ill effects of severe usage; his phras- 
ing is broad and correct, and he has 
the ability to swell a tone and dwell upon it that 
invariably carries a miscellaneous audience to 
the seventh heaven of delight. Signor Giannini 
sometimes yields too readily to an inclination 
to show the capacity of his lungs, and 
the tenor, as well as the efficient baritone 
of the troupe, often drags the time of his meas- 
ures and exaggerates the emphasis laid upon their 
most tetling phrases. On the other hand, it must 
be remembered that these performers are ac- 
customed to singing in very large houses, and it 
is possible that they have not yet learned to 
gauge the smaller requirements ‘of theatres in 
which they are literally in the midst of their 
audiences. In any case it is scarcely 
fair. to lay stress upon the -= minor 
defects perceptible in work which, as a whole, 
was unquestionably interesting and successful. 
That the performance of * Il Trovatore”’ is to be 
so accounted need only be stated without 
going into much detail. Signor Giannini’s 
first serenade and his ** Ah! che la morte”’ were 
fine specimens of unaffected and expressive 
delivery, and were applauded to the echo, though 
less enthusiastically than his ** Di quella pira,” 
which was by no means as good, and was not 
even ———_ by a well-sustained high C. His 
“Ah si, ben mio” was a refined § and 
pathetic bit of cantabile, and in his 
share of the highly dramatic finales, he 
was becomingly energetic. Leonora was 
Signora Maria Peri, whose soprano voice is 
somewhat tremulous, but of sufficient compass 
and fair quality. Signora Peri is wanting in ex- 
pression, but she sang her numbers effectively, 
and added measurabiy to the symmetry of the 
entertainment. Signor Wilmant was a sono- 
rous and earnest Di Luna, aud his “Tl balen” 
was encored. Azucena was assigned to Signora 
Mestress, who was less offensive as the gypsy 
than as Amneris. The chorus was in excellent 
form, the orchestra steady and responsive to its 
leader, and the applause lavished upon the per- 
formance loud almost to boisterousness, but in 
the main well deserved.

THEODORE ROOSEVELT SPEAKS TO THE 
YOUNG MEN’S REPUBLICAN CLUB. 


The mass meeting of the Young Men's 
Republican Club in Chickering Hall last night 
was not a brilliant success. In the body of the 
hall there were a great many vacant seats, while 
in the balcony only the front chairs were occu- 
pied. The platform was occupied by the mem- 
bers of the club, and in front of them sat Mr 
James W. Hawes, their President, who acted 
as Chairman. On his right hand was Sen- 
ator Warner Miller and on his left Mr. 


Theodore Roosevelt. Chairman Hawes, after 
a preliminary ‘address devoted mainly 
toan attack on Gov. Cleveland's official career, 
introduced Mr. Rooseveit, who said that the 
heartiness of the reception accorded him proved 
to his mind that he was not so entirely lost to 
virtue as has been asserted in certain quarters. 
He was more particularly pleased to get back on 
his own camping ground, because when he re- 
turned from the West recently he bad read in 
certain newspapers that all the honest men had 
come out against the Republican candi- 
dates, but he had since found that fully 
7,000 had remained faithful in Israel and refused 
to bow down tothe Baal which the Democrats 
had given them. In fact, he thought the inde- 
pendent Republicans were those furthest from 
the Democratic camp, not nearest to1t. He 
held that a bolt should have for its object the ref- 
ormation of the Republican Party, not its de- 
struction, and that to desert that party at this 
articular juncture would be articular- 
y unfortunate. He then turned his at- 
tention to Gov. Cleveland’s political career, 
which he_ characterized as_ particularly 
brief, and said that up to a certain period he did 
very well, but that period ended when he began 
to groom for the Presidential race. Mr. Roose- 
velt was followed by Senator Warner Miller, 
who spoke forabout an hourandahalf onthe 
tariff issue, and enlarged on the perils that would 
ensue to the national banking system on a 
Democratic triumph. The speakers were heartily 
applauded throughout, and theinterval between 
the speeches was enlivened by the singing of 
campaign songs by the Union Glee Club. 

About a hundred members of the New-York 
Jewelers’ League met in their rooms, No. 61 Nas- 
sau-street, yesterday morning, to form a cam- 
paign club to aid in the election of Cleveland 
and Hendricks. Mr. Gilbert T. Woglom, a prom- 
inent John-street jeweler, was elected Chairman 
by acclamation. Other officers chosen were The- 
odore L. Parker, Secretary; E. Undermeyer, 
Treasurer, and B. W. Ellison, Marshal, besides 16 
Vice-Presidents. Over $200 was collected in an 
hour to defray necessary expenses, and much 
more was promised. It was decided that the 
club should participate in the down-town Ex- 
change clubs’ parade next Saturday afternoon, 
and a committee was appointed to have suitable 
banners prepared. The members expect to have 
their number swelled to at least 400 by that time. 

Ata meeting of the Scandiuavian Independent 
Cleveland and Hendricks Club, held on Tuesday 
evening at No. 194 Third-avenue, the nomination 
of William R. Grace for Mayor was indorsed. A 
special meeting has been called for Saturday 
evening to consider the other nominations. A 
meeting will be held under the auspices of the 
Scandinavian ——— Club on Thursday 
evening next in Irving Hall. Henry Ward 
Beecher has promised to speak on the occasion. 

The musicians of this city have organized an 
Independent Cleveland and Hendricks Club. 
They have already enrolled 250 members, and 
preparations are being made for a grand mass 
meeting. This afternoon a meeting will be held 
at No. 70 East Fourth-street, when officers are to 


be elected.

Green had been putin nomination for the office 
of Controller, and one ballot had been taken. 


It appeared that Mr. Bergen had a majority of 
the votes cast, but a delay was occasioned bya 
mistake which the secretaries made in footing 
up the total. During this delay an attempt 
was made to have the vote _ reconsidered, 
and after the convention had wrangled over the 
matter for more than three hours it was agreed 
that the vote should not be announced and that 
the convention should adjourn. When the 
question was taken up again last evening a 
new candidate was named in the person of 
Joseph C. Hacker. Messrs. Somerfield Green 
and Eller withdrew, and the — to Mr. 
Bergen was centred on Mr. Hacker. A long 
fight was looked for, but the question was set- 
tled on the first ballot. Out of 107 votes cast Mr. 
Bergen received 6944, and was declared the nom- 
inee of the convention. The nomination was 
then made unanimous. 

The next business was the nomination of a 
candidate for,City Auditor. The committee of 
conference appointed last week reported in 
favor of indorsing for that officea manto be 
named by the_ so-called People’s Party. 
At this point Mr. Patrick Cosgrove, the 
President of the Irish-American anti- 
Cleveland Union, was introduced, and made a 
piea for the recognition of his organization, 
which he said contained 3,000 former Democrats 
who would vote for Blaine and Logan. The 
union presented the name of John D. Car- 
roll, an insurance man, and the People’s 
Party qoscenset the names of Major 
Hart, Villiam oH. Cassidy, and John 
P. Jones. The committee on confere ace then 
retired to select one of these names, and in their 
absence the convention proceeded to the nomina- 
tion of a candidate for City Judge. The gentle- 
men put in nomination were Peter W. Ostrander, 
Alfred E. Mudge, and Daniel W. Northrup. Mr. 
Ostrander was nominated on the second ballot. 

The conference committee returned after a 
long absence, and presented the name of Will- 
iam H. Cassidy, of the People’s Party, as a suit- 
able candidate to be indorsed by the convention 
for Auditor. Senator Daggett took the floor 
and advocated the selection of John D. Carro!l, 
who was presented by the Irish-American Anti- 
Cleveland Union. Mr. Daggett thought it was a 
question of votes, and from that standpoint he 
believea Mr. Carroll to be the strongest man. 
The Senator’s suggestion, however, was not 
adopted. The first ballot taken showed that Mr. 
Cassidy had a majority of the delegates, and he 
was made the nominee of the convention. Mr. 
Cassidy is 27 years of age, and is at present em- 
ployed as a reporter on the Brooklyn Times. Mg 

Garrett Bergen, the nominee of the conven- 
tion for Controller, was born in Brooklyn 45 
years ago. He has been a member of the Board 
of Education, where he served acceptably for 
several years. He was also at one time a mem- 
ber of the Board of Assessors, and tur the past 
three years he has been a Police Justice. 

Mr. Peter W. Ostrander,: the candidate for 
City Judge, is about 55 years of age, and has 
during the greater part of his life been a resi- 
dent of Brookiyn. He served in the Fourteenth 
Regiment during the war, and has been 
active in the local Republican politics of Brook- 
lyn for many years. He was defeated for Con- 

ress by Mr. Chittenden several years ago, and

It was Father 
Mullen, and not Father Ryan. The old 
priest, called up at midnight for the purpose of

him a prisoner to Ship Island. Butler asked him 
why he, an uncompromising rebel, had been so 
alert in obeying the calls of a Yankee soldier. 
Father Mullen answered: “It is my duty to 
God fand my church to deny no one the 
offices of my holy ministry; but, faith, 
Genera), I am ready, if necessary, and willing to 
bury you all!” Butler laughed and Father Mul- 
len was not molested. This Father Mullen used 
to pray for “ dear Gen. Beauregard and his sol- 
diers” constantly. He was devoted to the 
Southern cause. He cheerfully surrendered the 
bells of his church to be melted for the manu- 
facture of cannon. The guns that Col. Semple 
discovered as the remnant of his battery at the 
arsenal on our Sand Hills were made from the 
bells that Father Mullen and other patriotic 
clergymen turned over to the Confederacy.

THE GOOD FIGHT AGAINST BLAINE TO BB 
CONTINUED TILL ELECTION DAY. 

CoLuMBUsS, Oct. 22.—In answer to a call 
issued by Chairman Bargar, of the State Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee, about 300 promi- 
nent Democrats from different sections of the 
State assembled here to-day in Gov. Hoadly’s 
office in the State House tor mutual consulta- 
tion and to exchange views as: to the best meth- 
ods of prosecuting the campaign from now until 
Nov. 4. The Democratic Chairmen of 61 of the 
&8 counties in the State were present. On mo- 
tion of Mr. Bargar the Hon. George W. Geddes 
was made Chairman of the meeting, and the 
Hon. Henry Bohl Secretary. On taking 
the chair Judge Geddes made a rous- 


ing speech, and advised the Democrats 
to keep their fires burning all along the line; 
that the Republicans could not again get out 
such a vote as they did on Tuesday of last week, 
as at least 10,000 fraudulent Republican votes 
were polled, and the repeaters were needed in 
New-York and Indiana.

‘GORDON W. BURNHAM’S REASONS FOR RE-

Gordon W. Burnham, Esq., one of the 
most wealthy and public-spirited citizens of 
New-York, has consented to the publication of 
the following letter, which he wrote to Mr. F.

Frederick J. Brmon, Esq.: 

DEAR Sir: Iam in receipt of yours of the 7th 
inst. asking for my views as to the relative 
merits of the two Presidential candidates. In 
answer will say, in the first place, we have the 20 
years’ history of Mr. Blaine while Secretary of 
State, while in the Senate, and while Speaker of 
the House of Representatives. Now, take this, 
with his dark, speculative, and doubtful outside 
conduct, the question will be asked, is he a man 
with such a history that we can safely trust at 
the head of our Government? 

Now, as to Mr. Cleveland, we have his history 
for a shorter period—say 10 years or so—‘*as a 
good citizen,” * good Mayor,” and * good Gov- 
ernor” of the “ largest State in the Union.” It 
is admitted by both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic Parties that he has made one of the best 
Governors the State of New-York ever had, an 
office always considered only second in impor- 
tance to the office of President of the United 
States.

PERRY BELMONT RENOMINATED. 


THE FIRST DISTRICT EMPHASIZES ITS CON- 
DEMNATION OF MR. BLAINE’S CAREER. 


The Democratic Corvention of the First 
Congressional District met yesterday afternoon 
inthe Town Hall of Jamaica, Long Island. and 
was called to order by ex-Senator James M. 
Oakley. Charles C. Kreischer, of Richmond 
County. was elected Chairman. When the or- 
ganization of the convention was completed 
Brindley D. Slaight, of Suffolk County, nomi- 


natea the present Representative of the district, 
the Hon. Perry Belmont. He referred briefly to 
Mr. Belmont’s services in Congress, his now fa- 
mous tilt with Mr. Blaine, his acceptable course in 
regard to foreign affairs, laid especial emphasis 
on his courage, fidelity, and honesty, and con- 
cluded by saying that now, when Mr. Blaine was 
running for the.chief office of the Nation, it was 

articularly appropriate that the people of the 

irst District should emphasize their condemna- 
tion of his career by returning Mr. Belmont to 
Congress. ‘The nomination of Mr. Belmont was 
seconded by Delancey Nichols, of Suffolk Coun- 
ty, in a highly eulogistic and impassioned speech. 
Judge John J. Armstrong, of Queens County, 
nominated ex-Senator Oakley, whom he warmly 
recommended as a tried and capable public 
servant and an able and honest man. 

The nominations were then declared closed, 
and an informal ballot was taken, which re- 
sulted in 26 votes for Belmont and 10 for Oakley. 
Judge Armstrong, as soon as the result was an- 
nounced, said that the supporters of Mr. Oakley, 
recognizing and respecting the will of the con- 
vention, would gracefully fall into line and sup- 
port Mr. Belmont, and he therefore moved that 
the nomination of the latter be made unani- 
mous. The motion was immediately carried. 
The convention having been notified that Mr. 
Belmont was in town, a committee consisting of 
B. D. Slaight, Judge Armstrong, and Robert 
Moore was appointed to notify him of his nom- 
ae and request him to address the conven- 
tion. 

Mr. Belmont speedily appeared, accompanied 
by the committee. Hesaid: ** Mr. President and 
gentiemen of the convention—may I not rather 
say my friends of Suffolk, Queens, and Richmond 
Counties. Am I not right in calling you my 
friends, for it isto you that I am indebted for 
whatever is of value for me in public life? Ido 
not expect to tell you how much I value your 
action to day, but I would tike you to under- 
stand how much it meanstome. I think you 
must know that any man shrinks from the cares 
of public service who realizes its consequences 
and looks forward to the freedom of private life. 
I have felt this myself many times while 
in Washington. But your action to-day 
means: that [ must cast such __ selfish 
feelings aside and go forward once 
more in your service. Iam well aware of my 
own shortcomings. I would like to have been a 
much better public servant than 1 have been in 
my short term of service, for after all it has 
been a short term. Inthe main you have kindly 
approved of my efforts, and for this I thank 
you simoersiy. As to the future, rest assured 
that it will be my most earnest endeavor to 
meet your expectations, and if I donotit will 
not be for the want of trying.” 

After giving three cheers for Perry Belmont 
the convention adjourned,

OBITUARY. 


sAQUES REGNIER. 

A Paris dispatch announces the death 
yesterday of Jacques Auguste Adolphe Regnier, 
the distinguished French philologist and mem- 
ber of the Institute, in the eighty-first year of 
his age. M. Regmier was born at Mayence July 
7, 1804, and began his work as an educator at an 
early age. He had already served as Assistant 
Professor of Khetoric in the colleges of his prov- 
ince, when he was made Fellow of the College of 
St. Louis in 1829, and soon afterward Professor 
of Rhetoric in the Charlemagne College and 
teacher of the German language in the Normal 
School at Paris. In 1841 M. Regnier was made a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honor, and two years 
later he was chosen by King Louis Philippe and 


the Duchess of Orleans as Preceptor of the 
Court of Paris. When the Revolution of 
February burst over France he accompanied 
his royal. pupil to that last memorable 
session of the Chamber of Deputies. When the 
sitting was ended he went with the Count to the 
Hotel des Invalides, and from there, without 
even stopping to bid his family farewell, he fled 
with the royal! exile, first to Belgium and then to 
Ems. He remained in this voluntary exile until 
1853, when, the Count’s philological studies bav- 
ing ended, he rejoined his family at Paris. He 
was elected a member of the Academy of In- 
scriptions and Belles-Lettres, and in 1862 he was 
proposed as first candidate for the chair of San- 
skrit in the College of France, by the Professors 
of the college and the Institute. Two years 
later He was advanced to the Professorship of 
Comparative Philology. He was promoted to 
be an officer of the Legion of Honor in 1875. 

M. Regnier was the author of a numberof 
philological works, among them being a very 
excellent system of German grammar, a Ger- 
man Dictionary, two works on the German 
tongues and their modifications since the mid- 
die of the fourth century, a treatise on the 
formation and composition of Greek words, and 
a valuable work on the origin of the Sanskrit 
language. He also enriched French literature 
witha number of translations from the classic 
Greek and Latin, which he edited with great 
care and embellished with copious notes.

D. B. COOKE. 

D. B. Cooke, formerly of the publishing 
house of W. B. Keen, Cooke & Co., of Chicago, 
died at his residence in that city yesterday. Mr. 
Cooke wasa native of Ohio. His father died 
when he was still quite young, and at the age of 
12, he secured a situation with W. W. Derby & 
Co., Cincinnati, publishers, remaining there un- 
til 185f, when he went to Chicago and started 


a book’ store on _ the _ site of the 
present Tremont House. Three or four 
years afterward he purchased the  busi- 
ness and removed to No. 113 Lake-street, 
where he opened one of the finest book stores in 
the West. This was burned in 1856, and Mr. Cooke 
lost heavily. He started in business again, but 
soon gave it up and entered the empluy of the 
American Express Company, where he remained 
six years. In 1866 he entered the publishing firm 
of 8. C. Griggs & Co., Chicago, and three years 
later he formed a similar partnership with W. B. 
Keen, staying with him until the fire of 1871. 
About six years ago he returned to the employ 
of the American Express Company, where he 
remained until his death. He made a fine repu- 
tation as a publisher in the West.

MORE VISITORS TO THE KENNEL 
CLUB'S SHOW. 

PUGS HARDER TO RAISE THAN CHILDREN 

PUPPIES OF EVERY KIND—LIST OF THE 


PRIZES AWARDED. 

The second day of the non-sporting dog 
show, under the auspices of the Westminster 
Kennel Club, was a decided improvement over 
Tuesday. First and above all,a good many of 
the crack canines were too hoarse to bark, much 
less could they think of howling. Inthe second 
place, the crowd was much larger than on the 
ppening day, and the visitors at times grew en- 
thusiastic. The dog chorus was lost occasionally 
in the murmurs of admiration from the visitors. 
This was a relief. 

“My dear young man,” said Mrs. Charles 
Wheatleich, as she stood watch and ward over 
the pug puppies of which sheis the proud owner 
and addressed Tae TrmES reporter, “* you've no 
idea of the trouble it isto raise pugs in warm 
weather. * It’s actually worse than bringing up 
children. The care they require—don’t speak 
of it! I’ve been up nightsand days with ’em. 


Pugs are worse than children any day.” Mrs. 
Wheatleigh’s dogs, however, were admired 
enough by the spectators to compensate her for 
much of her trouble. 

The visitor who goes to the dog show and 
overlooks the puppies makesa mistake. They 
are the jolliest, quietest, and most contented 
section of all the dog life there. They roll over 
on their backs, chew each other's ears, and are 
supremely indifferent to anything but their own 
happiness. There are puppies of all ages, con- 
dition, and degrees. The judges were very busy 
yesterday, and, excepting the poodles, the work 
of judging was finished. Many of the poodles 
are shaved after such elaborate Grecian designs, 
combined with Queen Anne effects,that itis a pity 
that a tonsorial artist of sufficient prominence 
eould not be engaged in time to pass judgment 
on this particular feature. 

It isnochild’s play to judge a dog, especially 
a bulidog. His proud owner is pulled around 
the ring at the end of a chain three or four times 
while judge and spectators gaze in open-mouthed 
admiration. Then by some hocus pocus the 
jud ets hold of the dog. He rubs the bristles 
on the bull’s back, feels of his legs, twists his 
tail, jerks open bis mouth, looks into his wicked 
eyes, counts the furrows in his cheek, and leaves 
the bull mad enough to fight a yak. Another 
dog is brought up. The same operation is gone 
through. Why a judge has never been chewed 
into mincemeat is a problem for Herbert Spencer.

THE PAPERMAKERS “OUTRAGED, 


CRITICISING ‘THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT 
FOR SHUTTING DOWN ON RAGS, 


About 150 papermakers, representing 
the Eastern division of the American Paper- 
makers’ Association, met in the Metropolitan 
Hotel yesterday, and protested against the three 
months’ Government embargo on the importa- 
tion of rags. The meeting was called to see if 
the members of the association favored “any 
action which wil) be of benefit to the trade in 
the present unsettled state of the rag and paper 


market, caused by a shi.rp advance in stock and 
a small proportionate advance in paper.” 

William H. Parsons, of this city, President of 
the association, said that the action of the 
Treasury Department had increased the price of 
rags from 30 to 50 per cent. He had written per- 
sonally to Acting Secretary Coon, and had been 
unable to get even an opinion as to whether the 
prohibition would continue longer than Dec. 1 
next ornot, It had not yet been shown, he 
claimed, that cholera or other contagious dis- 
eases had ever been spread by impo rage. 

Augustine Smith, of this city, said that the 
prohibitory order of the Treasury Department 
had been a great injury tothe papermakers and 
publishers in this country. When the order was 
issued he wrote to the Treasury Department for 
its authority, and had received in reply a copy 
of a letter sent to the department by Collector 
Robertson. He had shown the answer he re- 
ceived to the lawyer of the association and to 
other legal men, and had been informed 
that it was no answer at all, and that 
there was no authority conveyed in 
it to prohibit the importation of rags or any 
other article. People have been led to believe, 
Mr. Smith argued, that there was absolute dan- 
7 in importing foreign rags, while as a matter 

f fact there is no danger at all. When the chol- 
era was in this country rags collected and taken 
to the mills had not spread the disease. Eminent 
European physicians had given assurance that 
there was no danger from this source. Sir 
Charles Dilke, in England, had recognized this 
fact and refused to prohibit the importation of 
foreign rags. 

It does not follow, Mr. Smith continued, that 
rags are cast off garments. ln conclusion 
he offered a resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted, calling for a committee 
et three who should nominate a committee of 
five to take whatever action inthe matter they 
considered beneficial to the association. The 
Chairman sent Augustine Smith, O. H. Green- 
leaf, of Holyoke, Mass., and Wellington Smith, 
of Lee, Mass., into another room to make the 
selection. Meanwhile the Secretary read a num- 
ber of letters from members of the association 
not preseot expressing their cordial approval of 
any action which might be taken to remove the 
embargo. It was announced also that the 
Western division of the association was hold- 
ing a meeting for the same purpose in Chicago 
yesterday. : 

William H. Parsons, President of the associa- 
tion, D. P. Crocker, Secretary; Senator Warner 
Miller, of this State; the Hons. William Whiting 
and William A. Russell, both of Massachusetts, 
were appointed a permanent committee, with 
instructions to draw upon the association for 
necessary funds. Mr. Augustine Smith said that 
extended correspondence with paper manu- 
facturers in Great Britain nad brought replies 
that infectious disease had never been spread by 
rags brought to the mills. In some instances 
cases of smallpox had been reported, but it bad 
always broken out in some place in the vicinity 
of the mills. Mr. Parsons said that in Egypt 
there were no cases of cholera among the people 
who handled the rags. Mr. Wellington Smith 
said that the Treasury Department had acted 
without informing itself. The question now was 
not simply one of raising the price of paper, but 
of wholly shutting down trade until theembargo 
was removed. 

Leslie G. Wead, a paper manufacturer of 
Malone, this State, offered resolutions express- 
eee of outraged justice and righteous 
indignation at the conduct of the Treasury De- 
partment in prohibiting the importation of 
rags, and characterizing its marvelous amount 
of zeal, without knowledge and data, as deserv- 
ing of contempt. Wellington Smith thought it 
unwise to be so severe. He did not believe that 
the department had taken action without cause, 
even though it had been mistaken in policy. It 
had been appealed to by letters to take the 
course it did, and doubtlessly voiced the senti- 
ment of an apprehensive public unacquainted 
with the facts. Cthers spoke against the reso- 
lution. Mr. Weal defended himself by saying 
that he thought more might be accomplished by 
standing on one's rights than by supplication, 
but still he would withdraw the resolution. 

W. R. Sheflield, a manufacturer in Saugerties, 
this State, offered a resolution that the manu- 
facturers curtail their production to 50 per cent. 
of their output, and that the details be sent to 
the different divisions for grrangement. This 
met with some opposition, as it would injure 
manufacturers who did not use rags atallin 
making their paper. It was explained that the 
resolution was not authoritative, but simply 
voiced the sentiments of the meeting with re- 
gardto manufacturers using rags. The resolu- 
tion was carried, and the special meeting ad- 
journed to await the action of the committee.

EXPERT FLY CASTERS.

TOURNAMENT OF THE NATIONAL ROD AND 


REEL ASSOCIATION, 


At the northern end of Central Park 
there is a small lake known as Harlem Mere. 
There once a year the members of the National 
Rod and Keel Association meet and compete in 
casting. The third annual tournament began 
yesterday morning. Before the hour set for the 
first trial the angiers began to arrive and ad- 
just their tackle on their fine rods. At 11 A. M., 


when the sport began, the Park was alive with 
sun-tanned fishermen. They wound and un- 
wound their fine silk lines, and nothing could be 
heard but the click of the reels. 

The first contest, single-handed fiy casting for 
amateurs, had six entries. Samuel Polhamus, 
the first man to mount the platform, threw his 
line a distance of 71 feet. Wallace Blackford, son 
of E. G. Blackford, the Fish Commissioner, was 
not so successful, only landing his 64 feet. Dr. 
A.D. Leonard here took the lead, casting the 
silken cord 7744 feet. The next man, C. A. 
Ranch, eclipsed this performance by 24% feet. He 
was followed by C. G. Levison, who had 79 feet 
placed to his credit, and H. Keenan, the last man, 
only threw his line 69 feet. In delicacy Ranch 
scored 20 points, and in accuracy 6, making him 
the winner of this contest with 106 points to his 
credit. The first prize was a handsome gold 
medal, presented by J. C. McAndrew, and valued 
at $50. The referee was James Benkark, and Ira 
Wood and W, C. Harris acted as judges. 

The next competition was the single-handed 
fly casting for amateurs, Class B. This had five 
entries, and was won by Edward Eggert. He 
hurled his leader 75 feet, scored 20 points in deli- 
cacy and 8in accuracy. Samuel Polhamus threw 
77% feet, but he fell8 points behind Eggert in 
delicacy and accuracy. The first prize in the 
contest was a gold medal given by the associa- 
tion. The referee was J.C. McAndrew, and the 
judges were the Rev. Dr. Henry L. Ziezenfuss 
and Prof. A. M. Mayer. The salmon casting and 
single-handed fly casting forexperts began lute 
in the afternoon, but it grew too dark to finish 
the tests. They will be decided this morning. 
The other contests for to-day are minnow cast- 
ing for black bass, heavy bass casting, light bass 
casting, and single-handed fiy casting.

BURIED IN A FALLING BARN. 
Policeman Blanchard, of the Second 
Precinct Police, noticed a crowd of men and 
boys tearing down an old barn that had belonged 
to Webb & Matthews, on Eleventh-street, Jersey 
City, early yesterday morning.

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LEHR TELLS HIS STORY. 


THE MULE CAUSED HIS PISTOL TO GO OFF 
WHEN WILSON WAS SHOT. 

The trial of Henry Lehr was continued 
at Paterson yesterday for the murder of Joseph 
Henry Wilson. Witnesses testified that Lehr 
struck the boy Wilson several times with his 
whip, and then shot him, holding the pistol in 
one hand while he held his mule with the other. 
After shooting him he struck him two or three 
times again, ordering the boy, who had fallen 
to the ground, to get up. Then he tried to lift 


him on to the mule, but the boy was unconscious, 
and fell into the road. Lehr shoved him to one 
side of the road, jumped on to his mule, and rode 
off, leaving the dying Jad in the roud. 

Lehr himself was then placed on the stand. 
He testified that a few days before the shooting 
his employer told him if he saw anybody in the 
melon patch whom he knew to take their names; 
if he did not know them, to shootthem. On 
Sept. 4 two or three gangs of boys were in the 
melon patch, and he chased them off; then he 
went to the house, put on a coat which he wore 
the night before, and in the pocket of which 
there a to be a pistoi, then mounted a 
mule and gave chase to one of the parties of 
boys. Overtaking them on the road he ordered 
them to go back with him. They scattered, and 
he firea the pisto] over their heads to frighten 
them, Coming upto Wilson, he jumped off his 
mule and caught him by the arm, charged him 
with stealing melons, and ordered him 
to go along with him. Wilson said 
he would not. Lehr then struck him 
with the whip, wWhereat he ran off a 
little way. Then he took the pistol out to scare 
the boy with it; one of the exploded cartridges 
had obstructed the cylinder, and while he was 
picking the pieces out, so as to cock the weapon, 
the mule pulled his arm and the pistol was dis- 
charged. He was not looking at the boy at the 
time and had no intention of poy mf the 
weapon; he did not think the boy was shot, but 
that he was only shamming when he fell in the 
road; that was why he struck him after he fell 
and then rode off. When he got back to the 
farm he went to work digging potutoes, and was 
s0 employed when a police officer came after 
him. e had intended to fire the pistol to scare 
Wilson, when it went off accidentally. His em- 
ployer had told him to fire his pistol so as to 
scare trespassers, not to kill them. 

Rebutting testimony was introduced by the 
State to show that Lehr told several parties that 
he had shot two or three boys, and that when he 
shot Wilson the latter cried out, “I’m shot !” 
This closed the testimony. The case will go to 
the jury to-day. 


ACCUSED OF BURGLARY. 


AND ALSO OF ATTEMPTING TO HANG HER- 
SELF IN HER CELL 

A poorly dressed woman, who said that 
she was Elizabeth Cooper, a tailoress, 32 years of 
age, and lived at No. 514 East Fourteenth-street, 
was arraigned on Tuesday morning before Jus- 
tice O'Reilly, at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, by Officer Moon, of the Seventeenth Pre- 
cinct, as a suspicious person. Thomas Thomp- 
son, aresident of the tenement house No. 220 
East Eleventh-street, found her wandering 
through the halls of the house trying the doors, 


and as she had no business there he caused her 
arrest. The woman protested that she was an 
industrious, honest person, and had entered 
the ouse in search of a woman who 
had promised to give her work. She 
was very indignant at her arrest, and as she had 
not been guilty of any specific offense Justice 
O’Reilly discharged her. At 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon she was under arrest again, this time 
for burglary. She had entered the tenement 
house No. 420 East Eleventh-street, and had 
broken into the apartments of Mrs. Ann Craw- 
ford, the housekeeper, by forcing off the pad- 
lock and hasp with which the door was secured, 
and had stolen $5 worth of wearing ap- 
parel. She had pawned the property in an 
Avenue A pawnshop for $1 50, and when 
arrested by, Officer Redmond, of the 
Seventeenth Precinct, the ticket was found in 
her possession. She was locked up ina cell at 
the First-avenue police station. Twenty min- 
utes later the doorman, on visiting the prison, 
found the woman hanging to the bars of the cel! 
door. She had twisted a calico waist into a rope, 
which she had wound about her neck, and, fast- 
ening one end to the bars, had endeavored to 
strangle herself. The doorman cut the rope and 
the woman dropped to the floor uninjured, Sne 
was secured to prevent her repeating the at- 
tempt at self-destruction. Yesterday morning 
she was againfarraignedjbefore Justice O'Reilly, 
who committed her for trial in default of $1,000 


bail. 
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NO PLACE FOR THE CONTROLLER. 


THE SUPREME COURT JUDGES LIKELY TO 
TURN HIM OUT IN THE PARK. 

Some months ago the Judges of the 
Supreme Court notified the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund that new quarters must be 
provided for the Finance Department, as the 
rooms now occupied by it in the County Court 
House were needed for court rooms. The Com- 


missioners instructed the Controller to look 
around for new quarters, and nothing has since 
been heard of the matter till yesterday. Then 
the Mayor submitted to the Commissioners an- 
otber letter which he had received from the 
Judges, requesting that the rooms be vacated 
before Nov. 1. lf they are not, the Judges say, 
they will takesuch further steps as are necessary 
to secure possession of that part of the county 
building. 

The Mayor told the Commissioners that the 
only eligible rooms in the vicinity of the City 
Hall which are now vacant are those in the 
Stewart Building. But for the second floor of 
that building Judge Hilton wants an annual 
rent of $45,000. The Potter Building will be 
ready for occupancy May 1 next, and three floors 
of that can be had for $35,000 a year. 

“Something will have to be done at once,” 
said Recorder Smyth, “‘or the Supreme Court 
will get ugly.” 

“The question might be asked,” said Mayor 
Edson, “ what are they going to do about it?” 

* By aid of the Sheriff,” remarked the Record- 
er grimly, “they can put the Controller and bis 
books out inthe park. I suggest that the Mayor 
and Controller be requested to inform the Judges 
ee with Mr. Potter are now pend- 
ng. 

The suggestion was adopted, and the Judges 
will be asked to bear with the Controller a little 
longer.

PATRICK KIERNAN’S TRIAL. 

The trial of Patrick Kiernan, the Hunt- 
er’s Point saloon keeper, for the murder of his 
landlord, Peter McCormick, was continued yes- 
terday in the Queens County Court of Oyer and 
Terminer. Ralph Alsproth, who resided in Mc- 
Cormick’s house, testified that Kiernan entered 
the front basement of McCormick’s house, and 


when McCormick told him that he would eject 
him from the saloon, said, ** Either you or I have 

ot to die,” and then shot him dead. Mrs. Mary 
McCormick, widow of the murdered man, gave 
testimony against the prisoner, and, when she 
was leaving the stand, she glared at Kiernan and 
shouted excitedly, *“‘Curses on you, villain!” 
Kiernan, in his own behalf, said that he went 
to McCormick’s house at the latter’s request, and 
that they quarreled about the payment of the 
rent. When McCormick caught him by the throat 
he drew his pistol and it was discharged in some 
way. Hedid not intend to shoot McCormick, 
and did not know that the latter had been shot 
when he left the house. Mrs. Crosby, of New- 
York, testified that shesaw black and blue marks 
on Kiernan’s throat the day after he was arrest- 
ed. Dr. Barnett and other witnesses were called 
to prove that there were no marks on Kiernan's 


neck.
